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THE PRICE OF PEACE 


THe dramatic political events of the past week, and in 
particular the resignation of Mr. Eben, have a‘ least 
one redeeming virtue. They have focused attention upon the 
fundamental issues of foreign politics. These can be stated, 
perhaps, in a sentence. Is it, or is it not, wise or just to seek in the 
present circumstances an accommodation with the Italian dictator ?

embracing.” This advice, indeed, represents the core of the 
position taken up by those who have felt themselves compelled to 
oppose the Prime Minister’s present policy. This is, in their view, 
not the time to embrace ! 

What, they might justly ask, has been the real trouble with Italy ? 
The answer is plain. Before Signor MUSSOLINI'S incursion into 
Abyssinia, Anglo-Italian relationships retained all their traditional 
cordiality. When the aggression against Abyssinia occurred, 
Britain, in common with the other members of the League, rightly 
held herself in honour bound to respect the solemn obligations 
imposed by the Covenant to which she had set her hand. Italy, 
if the conduct of some other country than herself had been in 
question, might conceivably have taken the same line. As applied 
to herself, however, she bitterly but unjustly resented it, and 
has ever since pursued a hostile course against this country. In the 
Mediterranean and the Near East, in Spain and Libya (in which 
two countries, according to Mr. CHURCHILL, she has massed 400,000 
men), she has shown herself a menace to this nation, and her 
antagonism has further and persistently displayed itself in the 
unfriendly propaganda from which she had promised to desist, but 
which she. continued down to the very day of Mr. EDEN’S 
retirement. 

In spite of all this, we are to make yet another attempt to reach 
an understanding with her, notwithstanding the three previous 
failures that had been unhappily encountered. The question now 
arises : will the new negotiations really serve the cause of peace ? 
Did Mr. CHURCHILL go too far when he assured us that ** we should 
certainly be asked to give a lot, and there was very little we could 
receive in return, except the cessation by Italy of the wrong and 
unneighbourly action in which she had long indulged”? This 
hardly looks like an extremist view of the probabilities. But let us 
be very sure of what it means, assuming it to be correct. It means 
that, Italy having resented our implementing of the Covenant against 
her aggressive act and having proceeded to punish us accordingly, 
we, trembling at the possibility of war, are to negotiate merely for 
the calling off .of these Italian sanctions, and to thank our lucky 
stars if the negotiations succeed. That, in its turn, would mean 
that any other greedy or ambitious Power could launch a cruel war 
upon a helpless people, and expect by threats and punishments to 
silence all opposition. There would not seem to be, in the situa- 
tion that would thus be created, much hope for peace, and the 
policy that would produce it hardly appears wise. For there are 
only too many coveted territories in Europe to-day, and nobody 
would say that there is no politician ready to pounce on them at 
the first opportunity. Let it be borne in mind, too, that these 
negotiations, if they developed on the lines suggested, could not 
but be interpreted, far and wide, as another retreat of a 
Democracy before the determined truculence of a dictator Power, 
and that the prestige of the two despotisms which lower like a 
cloud: over Europe would be correspondingly enhanced. The 
results might be graver still if, as would seem possible, judging by 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S utterance, the recognition of the Abyssinian 
conquest became a part of a general arrangement, for that con- 
cession would seriously prejudice the sanctity of international 
treaty law as well as such influence as the League still retains, and 
would be a signal victory of the immoral force-politics under 
which the world, and especially the Jews, are smarting to-day. 

Well may critics ask whether a European peace extorted by the 
crack of the dictatorial whip—‘‘ a4 gamble on MUSSOLINI’S good 
faith,’ as one speaker has described it—would have within it any 
prospect of permanence, or would be merely the purchase of a 
precarious *‘ peace in our day” at the expense of the morrow 
and the new generation that will inherit the results of contem- 
porary weakness. And who, in the light of what is pointed out 
above, can summarily dismiss as unreasonable the suggestion that 
to seek a general agreement now, before an appreciable part 
of the Italian provocation has stopped, may be to act with dubious 
precipitancy ? 

This country, it may be truly urged, has led in all the higher 
causes and interests of mankind. That it should even appear to 
take a different and retrograde course would be a shattering 
discouragement to the better minds and purposes of men, and 
the effects might easily prove disastrous to human happiness and 
progress. The one hope is that, negotiations having now been 
definitely decided on, the statesmen of this country will keep 
steadily before them the longer view and the necessities of British 
honour and tradition. . If they do so, and do it unflinchingly, it is 
incredible that they will not have the masses of their countrymen. 
behind them. It is with the prayer that they will return from Rome 
with a real peace, a ‘‘peace with honour” and true safety, that 
their proceedings will be scanned during the ensuing fateful weeks, 
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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE ORACLE SPOKE 


AN eagerly expectant world can now have no doubt why Herr 
Hitler’s great speech to the Reichstag was postponed, for it fore- 
shadowed no epoch-making departure, contained nothing about Austrian 
developments, and shed no new light whatever on Nazi policies. In 
fact, it was nothing but an extra edition of the o'd stuff, such as any- 
body familiar with Herr Hitler's harangues could have written for him 
in advance with very little trouble—a blustering tirade, full of sound 
and fury, and directed particularly against a country like Great Britain, 
with which Germany is supposed, at this moment, to be secking a 
friendly understanding. It is now quite obvious that preoccupation 
with suppressing internal opposition was the cause of the delay of this 
dreary pantomime of a Reichstag. If there is anything specially noteworthy 
in the speech, it is to be found in its relative economy of anti-Jewish 
abuse. Jews were, indeed, only mentioned, in passing, once or twice. 
This may be compared with previous performances, which have fastened 
with immense gusto and habitual volubility upon the insufferable Jew. 
What, one may well wonder, can be the reason for this well-earned, 
if probably temporary, immunity? Can it be Herr Hitler's growing 
suspicion that his trick of riding to power and maintaining himse'f on 
the bowed back of the Jew has yielded all the profit it was capable of ? 


“COCOA COHEN AND CO.” 

WE wish that suggestion offered the true explanation. But it is incon- 
sistent with the full pressure at which the Nazi propaganda machine 
continues to work. Mr. Montefiore, at Sunday’s meeting of the 
Deputies, gave some examples of its output. He showed that German 
children are being taught in their school books that a number of leading 
English papers are owned by a Jewish firm with the highly comic 
name of **‘ Cocoa Cohen and Co.,"’ and that Viscount Lascelles is 
really a Polish Jew. This tempts one to laugh at the apparently 
incurable German lack of humour. But its sad and serious side is 
obvious. Would not such imbecile falsehoods, if they were widely 
known, open the minds of Englishmen to the true value of the propa- 
ganda now too readily swallowed? And, in any case, what chance is 
there of a statesmanlike understanding with a Government which, in the 
pursuit of its mad purposes, rams such drivelling lies down the throats 
of its own infant population ? 


LAST SUNDAY’S DEPUTIES’ ELECTION 

By the narrow majority of six, in a total poll of close on 250, Mr. Otto 
M. Schiff has failed to secure one of the two Vice-Presidencies of the 
Deputies. A change-over of four votes in his favour would have been 
sufficient to reverse completely the result of the election. In other days 
politicians would have called the defeat a ‘* moral victory,’’ and taken 
comfort in that thought. We are not, however, disposed to deny the 
facts, as the figures reveal them, and while deeply regretting the loss of 
Mr. Schiff’s invaluable services, we offer to the successful candidate, 
Dr. Feldman, our cordial congratulations and very good wishes. One 
point, however, must be made in regard to the voting. The fact that 
some 120 members—nearly half of those who took part in the election— 
were proof against the active campaign conducted by Mr. Schiff’s 
opponents is some evidence that at least a considerable body of the 
Deputies will have nothing to do with the sectional domination of the 
Board. We hope that that will be widely appreciated, and not overlooked 
in the future. We are glad to see, too, that Dr. Feldman has repudiated 
the scandalous leaflet attacking Mr. Schiff, that was sent out on the eve 
of the poll by an individual who had not the courage or the decency to 
sign his name. Such a miserable incident will, we hope, never be 
repeated in any Communal contest. 


“GOING SLOW” IN RUMANIA? 


Tue lull that set in in Rumania before the fall of the Goga Government 
seems still to continue, if not to be intensified. So far, the scratch 
collection of new Ministers, with the anti-Semitic Patriarch at its head, 
appears in no hurry to embark on new anti-Jewish courses. Violence 
has died down, and even the Iron Guard have ‘‘ gone out of business,’ 
their career having been ended by the hand of their own founder. 
These apparent harbingers of a quieter time, coupled with the actual 
annulment of a number of anti-Jewish measures, look reassuring, more 
especially in the light of the disturbed conditions on the Continent 
and the recent Nazi triumph in Austria. They may be due to the firm hold 
which King Carol has taken on affairs, or the knowledge that the Com- 
mittee of Three, which the League recently appointed, is considering 
the petitions sent in by Jewish organisations. But whatever the reason, 
it would be a mistake to suppose that all fears may now be laid aside. 
For one thing, there is no evidence that the revocation of naturalisations 
is not to be pressed, and nothing in the newly proclaimed Constitution 
~——a document which we presume is being closely scanned—seems to 
Suggest the likelihood of such a step. Indeed, one of its clauses seems 
to threaten a strong preference for ‘‘ pure’’ Rumanians in the filling 
of public positions. Nor, so far as we know, have certain other 
anti-Jewish measures announced by the last Government been 
abandoned. It looks, therefore, as though the new Cabinet may 
ron have decided to ‘‘ go slow ’’ on the Jewish question, Time will 
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WHAT OF AUSTRIA? 


MEANWHILE, the expected full disclosure of the terms exacted fr 
Austria not having been made, we are of necessity in the dark as to ‘tes 
the future may hold for the Jews of that country, or indeed for the r 
of the Austrian citizens. The Chancellor is reported to have Stated " ohpee 
discrimination against the Jewish inhabitants would be Practised, and x 
have told representative Jews that the ‘‘ agreement ’’ with German 
contained no provisions which could affect Jewish rights an 
safety. Similarly reassuring declarations have com: from higmly 
placed Jewish officials, We could wish that all this coulg be 
accepted at its face value. Unfortunately, the facts reported jp our 
news columns forbid rash optimism. We need only cite, in this con- 
nection, the statement that Hitler's representative in the Austrian 
Cabinet, Dr. Seyss-Inquart—the man who, immediately on his appoiny. 
ment, hurried to Berlin for instructions—has behind him a record of any. 
Semitism, and this particular individual controls the Austrian police. 
It was the Fihrer’s particular grievance against the Austrian Govern. 
ment, that it did not in all respects conduct itself as a ** Germanic 
State.’’ It is not therefore straining the probabilities to suggest that the 
same methods which have b2en used to force the recent surrender wil 
be applied to extort an “improvement "’ in this respect. Whether the 
Chancellor or the dissentient Austrian elements can intervene with any 
prospect of success is, at the least, doubtful. And many people are 
wondering how long persons like the Chancellor, who are rot in Step 
with the Nazi international movement, will be permitted any influence 
at all in a Government upon which the stranglehold of Berlin grows 
Gaily stronger. 


FORWARD, ACHE! BRITH! 
Anysopy with a knowledg: of the great work the Jewish Frizndly 
Society Movement is do ng for our Community cannot but feel a warm 
interest in its progress. Recently, the Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham celebrated its fiftieth anniversary with a festival dinner. at 
which the Minister of Healh paid a well-deserved tribute to its 
work, as well as to that of the entire Community. Nothing, however, that 
was said on that occasion was extravagantly pitched, as th: record of 
th: Achzi Brith amzly demonstrates. Its membership compris?s seventy 
lodges scattered throughout the country, with a Voluntary membersh’p 
of 10,000. In addition, there is a State Insurance Section numbering 
17,000. Since its inception, ha'f a million pounds has been distr.buted 
in benefits to its Voluntary members, while State Insured 
members have received a quarter of a million. It runs a Conva- 
lescent Home, through which 3,000 members have passed; and 
a Savings Association, which has distributed over £60,000 to is 
shareholders. But its horizon is not severely bounded by its own 
particular interes's. *Under the guidance of the late Mr. Fersht, the 
Order played a prominent part in obtaining equal rights for aliens 
under the National Heal h Insurance Act, and, as a result, at least 
30,000 alien Jews and Jewesses were admitted on equal terms with the 
general population of the country. It has raised from its m:mbers 
larg: sums for German and Polish Jews, and has taken an imporiant 
and welcome share in the work of th: Deputes and the Def-nee 
Campaign. 

In all this it is just representative of the Jewish Frizndly Society 
movement as a whole, which goes back to th year 1812, and has 
50,000 members. That movement is one of the soundes: and most 
cons‘ructive and self-redeeming in the Community, for w2ich it has 
done more, perhaps, than a hundred Acts of Parliament could accom 
plish. It has taught thrift, self-respect, loyalty, and benevo ence, and 
lived, in spirit and practic>, up to the truest Jewish ideals, while 
furthering the cause of good-fellowship w:th our neighbours. It's 
doubtful whether, even now, the Community fully realise what a deot 
they owe it. Long may it live—and flourish !

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE SANCTITY OF LABOUR 


“And He filled him with the spirit of God, in wisdom, jy, ,,,,/,, 
standing, and in knowledge, and in all manner of works) :),;, 

(Exodus, xxxv, 31.) 


The reference is to Bezalel, who had been chosen to be one of the 
two men whose task was to take charge of the construction o; the 
Tabernacle. We should at once be struck by the fact that <o exalted 
a phrase as “the spirit of God” is used in connection with skij| j, 
manual work. Such proficiency is due, according to the téxt, to wha; 
we call “ Divine inspiration.” We usually reserve this term (.,; the 
Spiritual realm only. We speak of the prophets as having been end reed 
with the godly spirit. Some go farther and refer to the masters of 
art, music, and literature as “ inspired "; but we never think of applying 
the word to artisans. Yet in Exodus xxxvi, 2, we read :“ And Moses 
called Bezalel and Oholiab, and every wise-hearted man, in whoc: 
heart the Lord had put wisdom.” Accordingly, the “ wisdom,” or skill 
in their work which these men possessed in their various branches 
of labour emanated directly from God. This is, indeed. a most 
striking thought. It teaches that the spirit of God is not limited tw 
a few persons or restricted to one sphere. Humbler mortals whos: 
energies are devoted to manual tasks also draw their powers from the 
Source which is God. Such a conception has valuable implications. 

“ Wisdom,” “ understanding,” and “ knowledge ” were the manifesta. 
tions of the spirit of God in the craftsmen who made the Tabernacle: 
but these qualities are universally distributed. Every normal human 
being possesses these gifts, though not all to the same extent: there- 
for every one of us 1s endowed with the Divine spirit. What a difference 
it would make in the life of the individual if he regarded his capabilities 
in this light! A Heaven-sent gift must be utilised in a holy way and not 
desecrated by profane use. Our daily employment, which is carried 
on by means of this godly endowment, should likewise be considered 
as part of the service of God. How quickly would human existence 
be transfigured and elevated to a higher plane under the acceptance of 
such an ideal! 

It might be argued that the text is being misinterpreted, because the 
words “ spirit of God ” are employed there in a special sense, inasmuch 
as the allusion is to a special task. Since the Tabernacle was a sacred 
structure, all the labour required in connection with it was in a 
sacred cause; and therefore God may have inspired these men for this 
particular work only. The reasoning is, of course, valid; but it need not 
destroy the more general application of the doctrine. The fact remains 
that “ spirit of God” is applied to proficiency in handicraft which is 
in the service of God. But the Tabernacle is not the only sacred 
edifice which He commanded to be raised. Has He not committed 
to mankind the duty of making the world a holy Temple and a fit 
habitation of His glory? Our daily tasks, then, if undertaken in the 
right spirit, become consecrated. 


Who sweeps a room as for Thy laws 
Makes that and the action fine. 


There is a remarkable passage in Maimonides’ “Guide for the 
Perplexed,” which expresses this idea most forcibly. “ The great men 
of the Bible,” wrote the Jewish philosopher, “ gave themselves willingly 
and reverently to the humblest tasks—to tilling the soil, to keepimg 
Sheep, to ordering their households—because they saw in them the 
path by which to approach the Supreme.” Through manua! labour to 
God—the path is epen to all His creatures if they only regarded their 
physical powers as an endowment from Him. } 

Honest toil is never degrading, since it is Divinely ordained. “Si 
days shalt thou labour and do all thy work” is as much part of the 
Decalogue as “ Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” “ Great 
is work, for it honours them who perform it,” is Talmudic teaching. 
Any task which earns God's approval is sacred and noble, even if 
men despise it; and we do wrong to look with contempt on what finds 
favour with Him. “If our judgment in a matter Of this kind does not 
accord with His, we may be certain that ours is at fault. 

A familiar legend in the Talmud admirably assigns to labour its true 
position in God’s scheme of the world. After Adam had disobeyed 
the command and been expelled from the Garden of Eden, he learnt 
that henceforth the earth was to yield thorns and thistles. He spi 
bitterly and exclaimed: “ Shall 1 and my ass eat in one mange: 
On being informed, however, that he could gain his bread by te 
sweat of his brow, he grew calm again. 

There is true philosophy in these words. It is labour, the exercise 
of faculties which are motivated by the spirit of God in man. that 
raises him above the level of the brute creation. Labour rids the 
world of its thorns and thistles and. causes the earth to produce 6 
treasures. Work is a choice blessing, since idleness is 4 mere o 
virtue and right living. The proper employment of the mind and “i 
is the strongest safeguard against the temptations which lead on 
astray and degrade him. The declaration of the Psalmist. vie ® 
Rabbinical comment, enunciates a supreme truth: “ When thou ol 
the labour of thy hands, happy shalt thou be, and it shall “a 
with thee "—“ happy shalt thou be” in this world, “and it sha 
well with thee” in the world to come,

THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


THE CHIEF RABBI 
AND THE COMMUNITY 


By WATCHMAN 


Tue completion by Dr. Hertz of twenty-five years in the office of C hief 
Rabbi has attracted widespread attention and interest. That fact is a 
significant one. It is a tribute to the personality of the man and the 
importancaof the post which he fills. In particular would I Stress the 
second of these implications, for it suggests that despite the difference of 
view which has sometimes shown itself in regard to the value of the office, 
opinion may have hardened, in recent years, in favour of its continuance, 
This implies in its turn, Of course, that the present incumbent has 
worthily sustained its burdens, and to that proposition, one imagines, 
there would to-day be general assent, whatever the views that 
may have been taken, here or there, in the early days of his 
incumbency by those dyed-in-the-wool pessimists who always 
lament that things and people are not what they were: The fact 
is and one ought never to forget it in [this connection, that Dr. 
Hertz came almost a stranger to our Community. Personally, | can only 
recall one previous visit by him to England. It was after his expulsion 
from the Transvaal because of a speech in which, in forthright language, 
he rejected Kruger’s terms for Jewish equality—conversion to the Dutch 
Reformed Church. Dr. Hertz refused, with characteristic intrepidity, to 
retract. and was, im consequence, banished. But Dr. Hertz was not 
only a stranger in England; he had also come into a Community 
which had been ruled, spiritually, by a sort of Chief Rabbinic 
dynasty, around which a tradition had grown up. The first Dr. Adler 
—habitually styled ** the Rawv ’” by the English. Jews of those days— 
was loved and respected for his piety and learning. He and the late 
Dr. Friedlander were close friends, a fact in itself full of meaning. 
Even before he died, his son, Dr. Hermann Adler, had been installed as 
acting Chief Rabbi, and, in due course, succeeded, as though naturally, 
to the Chief Rabbinate. Further, Dr. Hermann’s own son, a most 
lovable and eloquent young man, had been trained for the Ministry, 
and speculation, at the time, used to toy with the possibility of his 
becoming the third of the Adler dynasty. ) 


Around the family, as I -have said, had grown up a tradition, almost a 
legend. Dr. Hertz found himself on a kind of Adler territory and in 
an Adler atmosphere, and must have felt that he had certain standards 
to live up to which were, so to speak, indigenous to this country. 
That could never be an easy task. Dr. Hermann, with his eloquence 
and his genial personality, was persona gratissima among non- 
Jews. Mr. Gladstone, in the sunset of his life, was particularly 
anxious to meet him, and a private téte-a-téte was fixed up. I remember 
the extraordinary enthusiasm with which Dr. Adler described his 
impression of the erudition and vitality of the aged statesman, and also 
the story he told in my presence : ‘* Dr. Adier,’’ asked Mr. Gladstone, 
‘whom do you consider the most learned person in the world?’

Above all, thanks to the comparative neglect of religious 
instruction by a past or passing generation, and the tragic decline of 
Jewish home influence, the drift from Judaism has been gravely 
aggravated, and although the old ‘** East End problem,’’ which was 
mainly a problem of poverty and Anglicisation, has largely disappeared, 
it has been succeeded by a new East End Problem, which is largely one 
of excessive assimilation in undesirable directions. So, on a broad 
survey of the facts, it is evident that not a few extra spikes have 
been added to the bed on which Dr. Hermann so uneasily lay ! 


Ir is only right to say that Dr. Hertz has met these developing 
difficulties with courage and spirit, He has gone in and out among his 
flock, exhorting them cloquently, speeding the vital cause of religious 
education by pen and by word of mouth, and never sparing himself in 
the sacred work. He has been here, there, and everywhere in the 
attempt to revive religious loyalty and the historic consciousness. He 
may have made mistakes-—who does not ? He may seem to have recoiled, 
on occasion, from this task or that. He has certainly not arrested reli- 
gious drift. But one may well ask whether any single individual could 
have accomplished that last prodigy of faith—and whether, at least, he had 
the willing and essential co-operation of Jewish parents in his labours. 
One point, at any rate, may well be made in his favour, He has, in 
his mellow years, come to realise that in an age of stark unbelief the 
essential teachings of religion are what count most. And so, despite the 
cantankerousness which still lingers among us, there is a sensible and 
welcome fall in the temperature of inter-sectional strife, and the days of 
the Cherem are for ever gone ! 


Wuat has been written above is, as has been said, not intended as 
a full assessment of the Chief Rabbi’s record in the high office 
he has filled. But, while one may venture, at this stage, on what 
may be called an interim report of his labours, one has also to turn 
an eye on the work of the laity who have been linked with him 
in his work. It is true, I think, to say that when the Chief Rabbi 
arrived in this country one of his first thoughts was to reorganise 
ecclesiastical administration. Whether, thereafter, his zeal for that 
purpose cooled, and if so what his reasons were, I am not in a position to 
say. But certainly reorganisation has dragged heavily. Take one instance. 
For many years the need for District Rabbinates was strongly urged. 
But only very belatedly have tentative steps been taken in London by the 
authorities. The Provinces, however, apart from Manchester—where 
a scheme that has been propounded still hangs fire—remain neglected.

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Scattered little communities are compelled to rely almost entirely on their 
own leader for inspiration and guida nce and for the representation among 
non-Jews for which the local Ministers may sometimes not be too well 
adapted, and, as a consequence, much damage may be wrought. In days 
when the Community was fewer in number, and more concentrated, 
Dr. Adler could proceed on his pastoral tours with comparative case’ 
Nowadays, and with a great body of Jews at his own doors, the Chief 
Rabbi is, of necessity, more and more pinned down to the Metropolis, 
And so the provincial Jews are left more and more to their own 
devices. That position is undesirable and unfair, not only to the Jews 
directly concerned, but to the entire Community, 
ECCLESIASTICAL reorganisation has, in other directions, been far to seek. 
The Chief Rabbi bears the grandiose title of Chief Rabbi of the United 
Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire. That title has come 
down, I suppose, from the time when three congregations in London 
were united under the Chief Rabbinate. But, since then, the Federation 
of Synagogues has been formed. Large congregations have come into 
being in the Provinces, among whom the Chief Rabbi's writ, so to 
speak, need not run. And to adhere to the present Chief Rabbinic 
title is therefore misunderstanding. Has not the time come to 
give the designation a greater semblance of reality, to tighten up 
our ecclesiastical system, without, of course, excessive or unwarranted 
interference with local rights ? Such a step could be taken with greater 
ease if the District Rabbinates were set up, with which the Chief 
Rabbi could maintain direct touch, and perhaps that dream of a by- 
gone age—a United Synagogue for the United Kingdom—would one day 
tegin to take shape. One might even arrive at a system under which the 
Chief Rabbi would, with the District Rabbis as his colleagues, form an 
Ecclesiastical Council, capable of surveying with authority from time 
to time the religious conditions of the entire Community, launching new 
initiatives for the safeguarding of our religious future, and directing a 
current of religious enthusiasm through our scattered people which would 
revitalise their religious faith. One thing is certain however. The 
longer the laity continues to le prone on its back, expecting the arrival 
of a miracle, the less right will it have to blame the Chief Rabbinate 
for what may happen, or not happen. Faith may move mountains. 
But our own efforts count for something in the process. 


HELPING THE ORPHANAGE 


Cricklewood and Brondesbury Aid Society 


The annual meeting of the Cricklewood and Brondesbury Orphan Aid 
Society was held recently in the Hall of the Cricklewood Synagogue, Walm 
Lane. _ Mr. H. Jacobs, the retiring President, was in the Chair. In presenting 
the annual report, he referred in congratulatory terms to the subscriptions 
of the children attending the Religion Classes, which amounted to £18 10s. 5d., 
and to the excellent work of the Auxiliary Committee. 

Mr. R. N. Wallis, the Treasurer, presented the accounts, in which the cheif 
items included £212 received in subscriptions and £220 received from the 
Auxiliary Committee. The total amount handed to the Orphanage was £2,358. 

Mr. Wallis and the Committee were complimented on the results of their 
year's work by Major Swears, Chairman of the Advisory Committee. 

Mr. Fraser was clected President for the ensuing year, and the following 
further officers were elected: Dayan Lazarus, Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, 
representatives on the Advisory Council ; Mr. R. N. Wallis, Treasurer : Messrs. 
R. M. Grainger, Hon. Auditors. 

Lady Spielman, addressing the meeting, said that their Society had achieved 
a wonderful resuit during the past year. But, like Oliver Twist, she had come 
to ask them for more. The Committee of Norwood were faced with the need 
for rebuilding, and the plans they had under consideration hecessitated a sum of 
£10,042 to carry them to completion. Furthermore, they had to build a new 
school with facilities for practical lessons in metal-work, arts and crafts. house- 
wifery, etc. They hoped to make the future home at Norwood a real home 
for the children, and for this purpose they needed more buildings so that the 
children would not have to make the classrooms their background after school 
hours.. Added expense was incurred through the new Education Act, which 
would come into force in 1939, and under which children would be required to 
remain at school until they were fifteen. To meet this demand, additional 
space was needed so as to provide the necessary equipment and privacy for 
boys and girls who reached that age while at the Orphanage.

JEWISH HIGHER EDUCATION CENTRE 


Lessons of the Festivals 
TEACHING CHILDREN THEIR SIGNIFICANCE 


A special lecture, entitled “ The Festivals in the Jewish School,” was 
delivered last week by the Rev. Ephraim Levine to the members of the 
Jewish Higher Education Centre, at the Rose Hertz Hall, Woburn 
House. Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Director of Jewish Education, presided 

In the course ‘of his lecture, Mr. Levine said that the Jewish festival 
when properly taught, could give the Jewish child an excellent idea of 
Jewish history and of Jewish life. The festivals, as they occurred in the 
four seasons of the year, seemed to be a sort of allegory of human fife 
moving on from youth to old age. Passover taught that God vers interested 
in His children. It also taught them the theory of liberty, and i: was ver, 
important to make children realise what a grand thing liberty was os against 
slavery. The strong dominant personality of Moses and of Aaron as leaders 
of men, and the part they play in Jewish history, should be emphasised. 

Pentecost, said Mr. Levine, was the festival of law—a corollar\ of the 
festival of liberty. There could be no complete liberty for any people unless 
it be regulated by law. Great lessons were to be learnt from the festival 
of Pentecost—the giving of the Ten Commandments, the acceptance of the 
Torah, and the story of the beautiful character of Ruth. 

The importance of the New Year in Jewish life was a good lesson for 
every Jewish child. It was associated with so many beautiful ideas, and 
as the years passed it meant that life was fleeting and that the best oppor- 
tunities should be made of it. The story of the Shofar symbolised the call 
to the Jewish people to take stock of their position, whether they were 
getting worse or better, losing ground or gaining ground. The ordeal of 


fasting on the Day of Atonement was a secondary consideration as com- 
pared with the real significance of Kippur. ¢ hildren should be taught the 
meaning of the Day, its responsibility to mankind, and its message of 


God's love for His people. It had a high ethical importance, with its laws 
of purity and the story of the Book of Jonah. 
Gratitude, thanksgiving, joy, and love, continued the speaker. were the 


lessons to be learnt by children from the festival of Tabernacles. as well 
as brotherhood and consideration for the poor. There were good lessons 
to be learnt from-Chanucah and Purim, concluded Mr. Levine hey 


told the story of bravery and of persecution and hatred, storics that must 
make the greatest impression on the mind of the child. 

Dayan Dr. A. Feldman presided at a meeting of the Advisory Council 
of the Jewish Higher Education Centre held at Woburn House. It was 
reported that seven of the special lectures—-three Hebrew and four English 
~—had now been held.

refugees from Palestine, Russia, etc., who 
landed in Alexandria. The deceased was 
President of the International Chamber of 
Commerce of Alexandria, a member of the 
Committee of the Egyptian Chamber of Com- 
merce. the Commercial Tribunal of Arbitra- 
tion, an Assessor-Judge im the Mixed and 
indigenous Tribunals, and in the Rabbinical 
Court of the Jewish Community of Alexan- _ 
dria. He was a member of the Economic Council and the Senior Board of 
tabour. formed by the Egyptian Government. 

The deceased was a supporter of Jewish charities and schools. In 1934 
the Zionist Organisation of Alexandria inscribed his name in the Golden 
Book in appreciation Of his services to the Zionist cause. In 1918 he 
was elected Vice-President of the Pro-Palestine Committee formed in 
Alexandria at the suggestion of Dr. Weizmann, and in 1920 he was elected 
» member of the Committee of the Palestine Restoration Fund. Picciotto 
Bey was keenly interested in the work of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 
He was a member of its Central Committee and its official representative in 
Alexandria 

In 1921. he was created an Officer in the Order of Public Education by 
the French Government, and later the King of Egypt conferred upon 
him the ttle of Bey. By Royal decree, Picciotto Bey. who used to be a 
frequent \isitor to the Palace, was appointed a member of the Egyptian 
Senate from 1924 to 1930. A fluent orator, the deceased played a great 
part in promoting Moslem-Jewish co-operation in the Near East. Very 
few people realised the important part Picciotio Bey played in helping to 
bring the Palestine disturbances of 1929 to an end. He obtained a ruling. 
at Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir’s request, from the Grand Mufti of Egypt, on 
the beating of drums and blowing of trumpets in a mosque, which showed 
that these acts, which interrupted the Jewish services at the Wailing Wall 
in Jerusalem. were against Mohammedan law. This ruling he communi- 
cated to the Rabbi, who im turn submitted it to the then High Com- 
missioner for Palestine. He was held in high esteem in official and business 
circles. Picciotto Bey marned mm 1895, and leaves a widow (née Curiel), 
nine children, and twelve grandchildren. 

The King of Egypt, when he heard of the news of the death of Picciotto 
Bey. ordered the Governor of Alexandria to call at the house to present 
his condolences to the family. The King was represented at the funeral, 
which was attended by thousands of people, including H. E. Sidky Pasha, 
Minister of Finance, the Consuls of France and Holland in Alexandria, the 
Commandant of the Police, the Chief Rabbi and the Council of the Jewish 
Communit). and the heads of the B'nai B'rith Lodges in Egypt.

Mr. NATHAN GORDON K.C, (Montreal) 
[From our Correspondent] 


The death occurred recently at his home in Westmount (Montreal), 
of Mr. Nathan Gordon, K.C., in his fifty-sixth year. He had been 
forced to give up his legal activities a year ago, through failing health. 
The deceased was born in New Orleans, La., U.S.A., and was a son of 
the Rev. S. and Mrs. Gordon of that city. He graduated from the 
Cincinnati University with the B.A. degree, and later obtained his 
Rabbinical degree at the Hebrew Union College. He occupied the 
pulpit of Temple Emanu-El, Montreal, from 1906 to 1916, when he 
resigned to take up law, and he obtained the degree of B.C.L. from 
Laval University (now the Université de Montreal). During his term 
as Rabbi, he took a leading part in Jewish communal life in Montreal. 
In 1908 Mr. Gordon was appointed instructor in Oriental Languages at 
McGill University, and in 1909 he received the M.A. degree from that 
University. At the outset of his law career, Mr. Gordon was associated 
with Mr. Peter Bercovitch, K.C., M.L.A., but in 1919 he accepted the 
position of Prosecuting Attorney for the City of Montreal. This post 
he relinquished in 1921 to resume private practice. 

Mr. Gordon was well known as a speaker on communal and public 
welfare work.

He 
was the founder of the Jewish Burial Society in Barcelona, and 't was 
he who obtained permission of the Spanish authorities to reintroduce the 


Jewish burial customs, which had been tlegal in Spain since the expulsion of 
the Jews tn 1492.

THE NEW RUMANIAN CONSTITUTION 


Guarantee of Equality for All 
IRON GUARD | DISSOLVED 
Dangers of “ Extreme Nationalism ” 


The new Constitution, by which Rumania becomes a dictatorship 
under King Carol, promises to those races which have lived for 
centuries on the soil of united Rumania the same treatment as the 
“State race,” the ethnical Rumanians. It declares that all Rumanian 
citizens, irrespective of ethnical origin or religion, are equal before 
the law, and gives protection to all religious denominations. It also 
declares, however, that while all citizens may occupy public positions, 
the “ preponderant character of the Rumanian nation,” is to be taken 
into account, thus indicating there will be a strong preference for 
“pure” Rumanians in the matter of State employment. Jews have 
been accorded the right to vote in the plebiscite on the adoption of 
the Constitution. 

One of the immediate results of the new Constitution has been the 
winding-up of the formidable Fascist and anti-Semitic Iron Guard, the 
All-for-the-Fatherland Party. M. Codreanu, its leader, is leaving for 
Italy, “ because,” he says, “the new Constitution proclaimed by the 
king makes it impossible for me to continue my activities.” He has 
relieved his followers from their oath of allegiance to the party and 
recommends them to return to their studies and work, He has, at the 
same time, ordered the closing of all the party’s restaurants and business 
enterprises. 

Before the new Constitution was promulgated, the Government 
annulled a number of anti-Jewish measures passed by the former Goga 
Government. For instance, anti-Jewish Cuzist Prefects and Mayors 
were replaced by military officials, and steps were taken to abolish the 
ban on Shechita, to’ restore the subsidies of the Jewish Communities, 
and to cancel the expulsion order against foreign Rabbis. 

However, Dr. Erné Marton, a prominent member of the Jewish 
party,. writes in the Us Keret: “ Whilst Jewish conditions have 
improved for the time being, we must not be blind to the fact that 
nationalist feeling has grown so much with constant extremist propa- 
ganda, that the nationalist tendency has become a prime factor in 
Rumanian life. We must be prepared to see this extreme nationalism 
playing an important part in the fate of the minorities, and especially 
of the Jews.” 

And the National Christian, anti-Semitic daily, PoRUNCA VREMII, 
published an editorial warning the Jews that “ the Cabinet has, from 
the very beginning, announced that the national idea is the basic 
principle of the State.” The article concludes that “ notwithstanding 
the efforts which the Jews are making to prevent the Government 
from purging our public life from the invading lepers who plunder our 
national wealth and use the profits to undermine the nationalist State, 
they will not succeed in stopping the purification which has already 
been started.” It is reported the Government has confiscated this 
issue of the paper. 

Rumanian Jewish leaders have decided to proceed with’ their plan 
of sending a delegation to Jerusalem to discuss with the Jewish Agericy 
the possibility of arranging a large emigration of Rumanian Jews to 
Palestine. The delegation will be headed by Chief Rabbi Dr, 

Niemirover and the Zionist leader of Bukowina, Dr. Meyer Ebner. 


KING CAROL’S VISIT TO LONDON

It is to be hoped that, when King Carol pays his state visit to London 
next month, he will receive from the Western powers such assurances 
of their moral and diplomatic support as to encourage him along his 
present path, which, although not fundamentally an anti-German one, 
is decidedly anti-Nazi. If his regime can endure, which it may certainly 
do, providing it is treated in Western Europe to neither indifference 
nor unenlightened criticism, the Jewish Community in Rumania will 
be spared persecution in its most brutal forms for a period of years.

“Safety and Equality of Rights ” 
DR. SEYSS-INQUART’S BERLIN VISIT

The time is not yet ripe for the introduction of anti-Jewish legislation 
in Austria, comments the DaILy TELEGRAPH AND Mornino Posr, byt 
much can, and will, be done in other ways. 

It is feared that the Nazi elements in the Cabinet may press for 
revision of naturalisations of Jews since the War; cancellation of 
residential permits of many Jews; and the furtherance, directly ang 
indirectly, of the numerus clausus in the professions. 

In this latter regard, the extension of the political amnesty to 
university and other students who have been expelled from the univer. 
sities and high schools for their Nazi activities causes concern. They 
are expected to be readmitted not later than the beginning of the 
summer term. This, of course, means the intensification of the propa- 
ganda for the numerus clausus for Jews not only in the universities 
but also in the liberal professions. 


Anti-Jewish Activity 


An intensification of the activities of the Antisemitenhund. the 
central anti-Semitic organisation which has hitherto been officially 
closed to Nazi membership, is also expected. Nazis will now be 
permitted to join the organisation, and it is assumed that they will 
flock to it, since it will furnish the instrument through which Nazi 
anti-Jewish propaganda can legally be conducted. 

Meanwhile, the position of the 20,000 Jews living in the Provinces 
seems to have become worse, as uncertainty regarding further develop- 
ments induces local leaders of the Fatherland Front, as well as State 
officials, especially in the districts bordering on Germany, to fraternise 
with Nazi elements in order to show that they are no less nationalist- 
minded than them. This attitude makes for the almost complete social 
and economic isolation of the Jews in provincial districts. 

The appointment of the Vienna Vice-Mayor, Dr. Kresse, the 
notorious champion of economic anti-Semitism in Vienna, as President 
of the official Austrian Federal Union of Traders and Artisans 
(Oesterreichischer Gewerbe-Bund) is generally believed to indicate 
the lines along which anti-Semitic policies in the economic sphere will 
be encouraged. It is expected that he will extend his anti-Semitic 
campaign, which recently culminated in propaganda conducted all over 
the country under the slogan “ Christians buy from Christians only.” 
He also automatically becomes Vice-President of the Austrian Federal 
Chamber of Commerce, while remaining Vice-President of the Vienna 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Rioting took place during the week in Vienna and the provinces, 
and the Government has issued an order forbidding all political demon- 
strations, except by the Fatherland Front, for a month. Small Nazi 
groups had invaded the Leopoldstadt district, the centre of Viennas 
Jewish population, but were outnumbered by the police who escorted 
them. Morcover, strong police and army detachments are being kept 
in reserve to prevent any attempts at violence or other excesses. — 

The EVENING STANDARD reports that Nazi demonstrators at Vienna 
University have shouted violent anti-Jewish cries, including “Judah, 
go and hang yourselves,” and “ When Jewish blood drips from our 
knives, everything will be well.” 

Catholic, Monarchist, and Labour circles are, however, seriously 
disturbed by the trend of events so favourable to the Nazis, and they 
may be expected to take a stand against any wholesale reversal of 
present internal policy. The workers’ representatives, at a conference 
of the Trades Union League, adopted a resolution in which they 
declared themselves “ ready for any sacrifice for the defence of the 
freedom, independence, and dignity. of Austria”; and the NEWS 
CHRONICLE'S suggestion that the Nazis are in favour of the muzzling 
of extreme Catholic opinion, such as that expressed by Father Mucker- 
man, an Austrian Catholic leader, who attacked the anti-Semnitt 
movement in a powerful speech delivered in Vienna recently, ™! 
certainly inflame Cathclic anti-Nazi opinion.

Country Communities Destitute | 
REICHSVERTRETUNG CONCENTRATES ON EMIGRATION 


Economic pressure against “non-Aryans” has’ been working 
increasing havoc among the smaller Jewish Communities. In 
Johannesburg-Opr, fifty-four out of the fifty-nine Jewish residents 
are in need of help. Five provincial districts show increases ranging 
from four to fourteen per cent. in the proportion of needy Jews, 
compared with last winter. It is estimated that the funds available 
for these indigents now fall short by at least one-fifth of the absolute 
minimum needed for the rest of the winter.

The 
Jewish colonies in Russia are self-supporting at present, the Jewish 
factories and workshops are part of the general national economy, 
and in so far as the Russian Jews have their needs and requirements, 
they are no different from the needs and requirements of the whole 
Russian population.” 

Asked about the position of Jewish settlement in Biro-Bidjan, Dr. 
Rosen declared that Biro-Bidjan was at present closed to the Jews of 
other countries and there was no prospect that it would be reopened 
to them in the course of the next two or three years. “ The Russian 
Government,” Dr. Rosen said, “ does not want any Jewish immigrants 
from abroad. The international complications in the Far East and the 
war danger in Europe destroyed all the plans which existed previously 
regarding the immigration of Jews from Poland and other countries 
into Biro-Bidjan. 

“The Biro-Bidjan scheme,” he went on, “ was from the very begin- 
ning connected with plans for settlement of Jews from other countries. 
It was only because of this that the scheme aroused the interest of 
Jewish organisations abroad. The Russian Jews are not in need: of the 
territory of Biro-Bidjan, since they are becoming gradually absorbed 
in the general economic system of Russia. There are Jews now in 
oo branch of the Soviet economic life, from the lowest grades to the 
ignest 

Dr. Rosen expressed the opinion that Biro-Bidjan was more suitable 
lor Jewish colonisation than any of the countries which were being 
considered at present as possible outlets. 

He stated, in conclusion, that he would shortly be going, on behalf 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, to Madagascar and New 


Caledonia to investigate the possibilities of Jewish emigration to those 
territories.

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LITHUANIA’S CELEBRATIONS 
President’s Assurances to the Jews 


Local Jewry has wholeheartedly joined in the great celebrations 
which were heid in connection with the twentieth anniversary of the 
declaration of Lithuanian independence. It is true that the country 
's not free from anti-Semitism, that the clauses of the old Constitution 
guaranteeing the minorities their rights no longer figute in the new 
Constitution just promulgated, and that the economic policy of the 
country often hits sections of Jewry very hard. With the exception 
of the Jews of Esthonia, however, the status of the Lithuanian Jews 
is more secure in every direction than that of the Jews of all the 
neighbouring countries. Lithuania has at its head a President, M. 
Smetona, who is a friend of the Jews and a staunch anti-Nazi. At his 
request, the Lithuanian Government invited the Jewish Agency to send 
a representative to the celebrations. 

Perhaps the most unexpected act of President Smetona on the busy 
day of the rejoicings was his unheralded appearance at the banquet 
held by the Jewish ex-Servicemen, “ I can assure our Jewish citizens,” 
he said, “ that their rights will be fully respected. The Jews can put 
their trust in the traditional feelings of tolerance of the Lithuanian 
people, who will never injure any of the national minorities in the 
country.” In conclusion, he drank a toast to “ The Welfare of the 
Jews in Lithuania.” Many Ministers and high officials hastened to 
support the action of the Chief of the State by making pro-Jewish 
Statements at functions held throughout the country.

national celebrations, and the Cabinet has allocated 150,000 lits (about 
£5,000) to the Jewish schools, | 


ANTI-JEWISH EXCESSES IN POLISH TOWNS 


More Trouble at Universities 


The anti-Semitic National-Radical paper, A.B.C., reported on Sunday 
that anti-Jewish excesses have occurred in the township of Suraz, in 
the province of Bialystok. Pickets, states the paper, attacked Jewish 
tradesmen who arrived at the market, took away their goods and burnt 
them. The police restored order and arrested several pickets. 

A delegation from the Jewish Community of Nowidwor has arrived 
in Warsaw and submitted through the Federation of Jewish Small 
Traders an urgent plea to the Governor-General for the protection of 
the Jews against the Endek and Nara reign of terror. A severe anti- 
Jewish boycott has been proclaimed in Nowidwor, they state, and 
Endek and Nara pickets are attacking Jews in the streets, throwing 
stones into Jewish shops and breaking the windows in Jewish houses. 
Jews are also being attacked in the trains between Warsaw and 
Nowidwor. The Governor-General has promised to give the matter his 
attention.

Anti-Semitic excesses have again occurred at Lwow University. 
Several Jewish students of the Medical Faculty were violently attacked 
because they refused to occupy the “ ghetto benches" on the left side 
of the lecture room and remained standing during the lectures. 

There appears to be a new campaign by. members of the Nara 
Party. Their aim is to prevent Jewish students from obtaining the 
necessary signatures from the professors showing their regular atten- 
dance, and in this way to make it impossible for them to carry on 
with their studies. During one of these disturbances at a lecture of 
Professor S. Grabowski, the Polish scientist of the Warsaw Technical 
High School, when Nara students tried to force the Jewish students 
to occupy the “ ghetto benches,” Professor Grabowski told the Naras 
that they had no moral right to act as they did. The Professor went 
on to condemn the “ghetto benches,” which he characterised as a 
disgrace to science. “I will gladly leave the school which you have 
disgraced by your behaviour,” he said. | 


“PALESTINE IS NO SOLUTION” 
Enormous Drop in Jewish Emigration 


The Polish Minister of Labour and former Prime Minister, M. 
Koscialkowski, spoke at the last meeting of the Sejm of the drop in 
emigration from Poland in recent years. The Minister pointed 
out that while before the War 3 per cent. of the population used to 
emigrate, only a third per cent. emigrated in 1937. The emigration 
to Palestine, particularly, showed a marked decrease. In 1935, about 
35,000 Jews emigrated to Palestine, while in 1937, barely 3,000 entered 
that country. Emigration to Palestine, the Minister went on, could not, 
therefore, be considered a solution of the Jewish question in Poland, 
since Palestine could not absorb the surplus Jewish population. 

Dr. Gottlieb, who took part in the debate, attacked the Labour 
Minister's implication that only through emigration could the Jewish 
question be solved. He reminded the Sejm of the story of a rich man 
who told his servant to remove a beggar because his heart was so full 
of pity that he could not bear the sight of him. “ This is not the way,” 
Dr. Gottlieb said, “to solve the Jewish problem. It must be cured in 
Poland.” 


*“NO RACIAL PERSECUTION.” 
Pledge by New Argentine President 


Interviewed by Jewish journalists, Dr. Roberto Ortiz, who took office 
as President of Argentina on Sunday, pledged himself not to 
tolerate any racial persecution, “ which is repulsive to the national 
character.” The President assured the Argentinian Jews that the Con- 
stitution was created “for justice and freedom for us all, for all the 
men of the world who want to live on Argentine soil.”

ALL MEXICAN IMMIGRATION sTopprp 


Inquiry Into Occupations of Aliens 
*“FASCIST REVOLT” PREDICTED 


The Mexican Secretary of the Interior has appointed a commissio 
to examine documents belonging to aliens in order to ascertain 
whether they are engaged in the occupations stated by them when they 
entered Mexico. According to the Jewish Telegraphic Aven thie 
is a preliminary step to the establishment of zones where on|\ Mexican 
small traders will be allowed to operate. Meanwhile, al! furthe; 
immigration has been stopped. 

The Mexican Jewish Chamber of Commerce denied assertions 
from anti-Semitic sources that most Jews had entered Mexico to engage 
in agriculture and had then turned to trade and industry. Most of the 
Jews who had entered Mexico declared their intention of becoming 
merchants and industrialists, and only a few said they would become 
farmers, the Chamber declared. 

Pending completion of the Government's investigation, no further 
citizenship papers will be issued. The Government has stated in the 
Press that “ it is the duty of every Mexican to inform the Government 
about every illegally-entered or undesirable immigrant in the c4untry.” 

The Government's drive against aliens has provoked mixed feelings, 
Deputy Ismael Falcon, sponsor of a measure for severe rasirictions on 
the activities of aliens, praises the drive in a statement to EL Nacjonay. 
Exceisior, on the other hand, which is usually regarded as anii- 
Semitic, states editorially that while, in general, it does not desire 
Jewish immigration, law-abiding Jews already in Mexico should not be 
interfered with. 

The New York Correspondent of THe Jewish CHrRonicir writes: 

Two days before the Gold Shirt uprising, the charge was made at 
Los Angeles that Germany was supplying arms and ammunition to 
Fascist forces in Mexico, Congressman Jerry O'Connell, who made 
the charge, stated further that the Liberal bloc in the United States 
House of Representatives was in possession of proof that Germany 
was supplying ammunition and arms to an army of 100,000 men now 
forming in the Guadalupe hills of Mexico under General Saturnino 
Cedillo. He is convinced that “ Mexico will undergo a Fascist revolt 
within sixty days.” 


NAZI INFLUENCE IN ECUADOR 
Restrictions on Visas for Jews 


The Consulates of Ecuador in Europe have been ordered by the 
Ecuador Government to cease granting passport visas to Jews of non- 
agricultural occupations. As a result of this development, the Pacific 
Steamship Navigation Company has warned ail its European agents 
against accepting Jewish passengers on Ecuador-bound vessels. 

We learn that strong pressure from non-Jewish quarters induced the 
President of Ecuador to modify his decision to expel those Jews 
residing in his country who were not, in his opinion, engaged in 
productive occupations. The President undoubtedly acted at first on 
the advice of the German Nazi agents who have recently been very 
busy in Ecuador with various pro-German proposals. [he Govern- 
ment were able to give no adequate reason for the action of the 
President, as there is no anti-Jewish feeling in Ecuador and any talk 
of Jewish domination of the country would have been absurd. 

The non-Jewish democratic elements in Ecuador, however, who sus- 
pected that the expulsion order was the result of a Nazi intrigue, at 
once submitted a request to the President to cancel his order. They 
told him that they would not object to a decree ordering the deportation 
of unemployed aliens, but that they were opposed to an order for the 
expulsion of the Jews. The President also received many protests irom 
European and American countries, notably a resolution adopted by the 
Parliament of Chile, urging him in the name of freedom and humanily 
to cancel his anti-Jewish decree. The President therefore reconsidered 
his decision and decided to cancel the order. It is interesting to note 
that the democratic organs in the Argentine severely criticised the 
expulsion decree, objecting, above all, to the Nazi influence exerted 
on the President. 

It is estimated that about 500 Jews have emigrated to Ecuador from 
Germany during the last three or four years.

Councillor Robert Mack, of Portsmouth, lectured to the Southampton

Moral Debasement of Anti-Semitism 


LORD SNELL SPEAKS AT ETHICAL CHURCH 


Lord Snell, the Chairman of the London County Council. delivereg 
an address on “ The Motfal Debasement of Anti-Semitism” at the 
Ethical Church, Queensway, Bayswater, W., on Sunday. 

The ultimate problem for the world, said Lord Snell, was how the 
different races might live together in peace and freedom. There was 
no sign, however, that that happy time was being approached. The 
position to-day was immeasurably worse than it had been for many 
generations. The world was being subjected, he said, to two great 
forces. The first was a physical force, which was seen in a “ shrinking” 
of the world. The ends of the earth had been brought nearer together, 
yet there was no great international friendship. The second force was 
a new religion of race, which allowed any racial group to set itself up 
as superior to all others. “I hold,” said Lord Snell, “ that no single 
man is good enough, and no particular race is good enough, to judge 
or despise others.” 

It was difficult to find any adequate justification for anti-Semitism, 
or any theory that would explain it, he continued. He disagreed that 
racial antipathy was inherent in human nature, and thought that it 
arose through social conventions and teaching. The modern te. 
emergence of anti-Semitism had originated in Germany. Bismarck 
had for political purposes used anti-Semitism, and a similar thing had 
happened in Russia in an attempt to head off revolutionary tendencies. 
But that did not explain anti-Semitism. Politicians did not make 
movements, they only manipulated them. The material was there for 
them to use and they used it. 

One of the primary causes of that dislike, and yet one which con- 
stituted a great paradox, was probably bound up with religion. The 
actual founders of the Christian religion, however, were Jews. Why, 
then, had the Church persecuted the Jews throughout history’? He 
would hazard the explanation that it was because the Old [estament 
included prophecies which the Christians held were fulfilled in Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

It was said that the Jews were revolutionaries. He had found that 
the most powerful of them were invariably bourgeois and supporters 
of reaction. There was no truth in the statement that the Jews asa 
whole were subversive. In regard to the position of the Jew in social 
life, he thought part of the fault lay in the Jew himself. He had chosen 
to live apart from his neighbours and by his religious and racial habits 
he had separated himself from them. Lord Snell said he found the 
question of spiritual pride a little more difficult to appreciate. ~ The 
Jew is here the sinner,” he said. “ He is the oldest imperialist.” He 
sometimes wondered whether this spiritual pride of the Jews was nol 
a boomerang. It communicated a similar pride to the non-Jews and 
then recoiled back on the Jews as anti-Semitism. 

However anti-Semitism might be explained, he was sure that it was 
a source of moral debasement to those who fostered it. The Jews 
were good citizens, law-abiding and generous. The present phase was 
psychopathic. Society needed a scapegoat and racialism was used 
against a defenceless people. There must be something wrong 1n the 
ne 6 ig of a nation when Einstein became a pariah and Streicher 4 

ero. 

“ This problem has ceased to be a Jewish problem,” said Lord Snell. 
“It is a Gentile problem. It is our responsibility, We cannot support 
this debasing theory.” A solution could be found by educating th 
Gentile world and by improving the status of the Jew in the worl 
They had to give him equality with other races. “Give the Jew 4 
nation of his own and if Palestine is not wide enough, there are vas' 
areas of the world still unpeopled. Dignify the race and that will make 
the Jew respected,” he concluded.

JAFFA’S JEWISH SUBURBS 
Lack of Municipal Services 


COLONIAL SECRETARY UNINFORMED 


Mr. Tom Witttams (Lab., Don Valley) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether his attention had been called to the position of Jewish 
inhabitants resident in those suburbs of Tel-Aviv which come under 
the municipal administration of Jaffa; and whether, in view of the fact 
that these inhabitants are compelled to pay municipal taxes to Jaffa 
without receiving normal municipal Service in return, he would now 
take steps to incorporate the suburbs in question with Tel-Aviv. 

Mr. OrmMsBy-GORE answered: “I am aware that certain of the 
residents in Jaffa have, ostensibly for political reasons, refused to pay 
rates and have obstructed the Municipal Council in the carrying out 
of its duties and responsibilities, The Palestine Royal Commission have 
recommended the establishment of a corridor between Jaffa and Tel- 
Aviv, and while this and other possibilities in connection with Partition 
are under examination, it is not considered appropriate to take up the 
question of any rectification of boundaries between the two Municipal 
‘ouncils. 

Mr Williams: “ May I ask whether, seeing there are 800 buildings 
and 2,000 persons who are receiving few, or pone, of the municipal 
services, he does not think that the new High Commissioner could 


‘consider this grave problem?” 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore: “It ts.all a question of where you are going to 
draw the line between Jaffa and Tel-Aviv; and until you get that 
determined it is Obvious the ratepayers and residents in Jaffa have 
the same status as all other ratepayers, and they must continue to pay 
their rates to the responsible authority.” 

Mr. Williams: “ In view of the allegations that these services are ast 
provided for the Jewish population, who do normally pay rates, wil! 
he consider this particular point of view of municipal boundaries 
pending a more permanent determination by the Commission?” 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: “I must make it clear that I have never heard 


_ it suggested that Jews of Jaffa do not get the same services from the 


Municipality as Christians and Arabs,” 

Mr. Williams asked the Colonial Secretary whether his attention 
had been called to the fact that, when certain Jewish merchants resident 
in those suburbs of Tel-Aviv which come under the administration of

Mr. E. H. Keevinc (Con., Twickenham) said the B.B.C. had not 
yet achieved either of the essentials of successful broadcasts in Arabic 
—that the broadcast must reach the Arabs and that it must be 
sufficiently interesting for them to tune in and remain tuned in. He 
pleaded for a medium-wave broadcast from London, as part of the 
ordinary programme, if the cost of a station in Cyprus was prohibitive. 
He asked that the news bulletins should contain more items of 
specifically Arab interest, and that there should be more talks. He 
also suggested that Palestinian, as distinct from Egyptian, Arabic 
should have a share of the broadcasting. 


In view of the Anglo-Italian talks, the anti-British propaganda has been cut

MANCHESTER MINISTER’S 70th BIRTHDAY 
Fine Record of Service

The Rev. Jacob Phillips, who celebrates to-day _ his og 
birthday and the completion of twenty ot family 

vears been associated with honour- 
able service to Anglo-Jewry. He 
is a native of Portsmouth and was 
trained for the Ministry at Aria 
College. He is the eldest son of 
the late Rev. Isaac Phillips, who 
was for sixty years the Chief 
Minister of the Portsea and Ports- 
mouth Hebrew Congregation, 
brother of the Rev. Lewis Phillips, 
Senior Minister of the Princes 
Road Synagogue, Liverpool, and 
uncle of the Rev. H. P. Silverman, 
Minister of the Jamaica Congre- 
gation. Prior to coming to 
Manchester, Mr. Phillips was 
Minister at Tredegar, Swansea, 
Sunderland, and. Port Elizabeth 

m™) (South Africa). He was the first 
Minister to be honoured by the 
Governor of Cape Colony with 
the commission of Justice of the 
Peace, and this, too, during the existenee of Martial Law in the Port. 
During the Boer War, Mr. Phillips was able to assist hundreds of Jewish 
refugees, and he did great service on behalf of the local unemployed 
as an investigating member of the Relief Commitiee after the Boer War. 

During his twenty-five years’ Ministry at the Park Place Synagogue, 
Mr. Phillips has closely identified himself with the Jewish and general 
life of the city and has won for himself the affection both of his 
congregants and of large sections of the Jewish and non-Jewish public. 
His communal activity has been widespread. He is President of the 
Manchester and Salford Jewish Visitation Board, Chaplain to the 
Sydney Frankenburg Branch of the British Legion, member of the 
Committee of the Manchester and Salford Medical Charities Fund, 
Hospital Sunday Fund and Allied Societies; member of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians; Vice-President of the Prisoners’ Aid Societies: 
and: Vice-President of the Jewish Working Men’s Club. Shortly after 
the start of the Great War, he was appointed an officiating clergyman 
to the troops, and visited thousands of Jewish soldiers in military 
hospitals throughout East Lancashire, Cheshire, and Shropshire. He 
held regular services for Jewish soldiers in camps in Manchester and 
other areas.

Silver Jubilee of Linas Hazedek Society 


The Linas Hazedek and Sick Relief Society has completed twenty- 
five years of useful activity in the service of the Community. The 
twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth annual reports recently submitted to a 
meeting of the Society, at 149, Cheetham Hill Road, by Mr. Eli Fox 
(the President) showed that the income of the Society had grown 
from £38 in 1912, its inaugural year, to the present annual income of 
nearly £400.

VICE-PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 


A Very Close Vote 


REPRESENTATION ON BOARD DEBATED 
Idiocies of Nazi Propaganda 


The result of the election, by secret ballot, for the Vice-Presidency 
of the Board of Deputies, necessitated by the recent resignation of Mr. 
Lionel L. Cohen. K.C., was announced by the President, Mr. NEVILLE 
J. Laskt, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), at last Sunday's meeting at 
Woburn House as follows: 


Dr. Israel Feldman (Great Synagogue) .. 127 votes 
Mr. Otto M. Schiff, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) 121 votes 


There were originally four candidates in the field, the other two— 
Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United), and Mr. Barnett 
Janner (Leeds United)—having withdrawn their names. 

Interest in the meeting was apparent, as Deputies attended in much 
larger numbers than usual, and the public gallery was crowded to 
capacity. 

The President referred to the resignation of Sir Osmond d'Avigdor 
Goldsmid. and he moved that Sir Osmond be co-opted an honorary 
member of the Board until the next ensuing general election of 
Deputies. 

“ The immediate occasion of this resolution,” he continued, “is the 
resignation of Sir Osmond as representative of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. The late Sir Moses Montefiore and D. L. Alexander, K.C., 
are the only examples of Presidents who were made honorary members 
of the Board.” 

The resolution was received enthusiastically. 

Congratulating the Chief Rabbi 

“] have very great pleasure,” said Mr. Laski, “in moving that a 
vote of congratulation be passed to the Very Rev. Dr. J. H. Hertz, Chiet 
Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire, 
who has within the last few days completed twenty-five years in his 
most distinguished office, and that we convey to him our very good 
wishes for the continuation in health and happiness and for many 
years of his vigorous, selfless, and distinguished work on behalf of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community and of our brethren abroad, not only in the 
religious sphere but in every department in which their well-being can 
be promoted.” (Applause.) In the Law and Parliamentary Committee's 

report, taken later in the meeting, a clause was adopted which associated 

the Board with the celebration and presentation to be made to the 

Chief Rabbi, and voted the sum of ten guineas towards the Presentation 

Fund. 

Mr. A. S. DiamMonp (West London)eChairman of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, congratulated the Président on behalf of 
the Board on his election as a Master ofthe Bench of the Innér Temple. 

Mr. Diamond moved the report of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. Two items tn the report referred to the applications for 
representation on the Board—one from the Federation of Zionist 
Youth and the other from the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion. Attached 
to the report was a further report dealing with the question of 
representation of institutions on fhe Board, a general question which 
had been considered by the Committee on its reference to them at 
the December meeting of the Board. Among other matters mentioned 
in the Committee’s report were the following: 


The Charitics Registration Committee has now registered forty-one charities, 
- and a further number of applications are under consideration. 

The Jewish Tribunal (set up under a provision of the Shops [Sunday Trading 
Resiriction] Act, 1996) sat again on January 18th and 3ist and February 10th, 
1938. It has to date dealt with five cases referred to it by two local authorities. 

Further matters dealt with included cases dealing with trade and employment, 
and the Committee received a report on the work of the Co-ordinating Committee. 


The Question of Representation 


The repo:t with regard to representation of institutions on the Board stated 
inter alia: The general question of the representation of institutions on the Board 
was referred to the Committee for consideration in connection with applications 
from the Federation of Zionist Youth and the British Maccabi Association. The 
provisions of the constitution of the Board relative to such applications are briefly 
as follows: The Board may at any time admit institutions to representation on 
the Board and fix the number of Deputies to be returned by such institutions. .. . 
The Board decides the matter, but it is competent for the Law, Parliamentary, 
and General Purposes Committee to make a recommendation for the considera- 
tion of the Board. No such application can be granted except with the approval 
of two-thirds at least of the members present and voting at the Board meeting. 

The Committee does not recommend that any amendment should be made in 
these provisions of the constitution. They are of the opinion that it is essential 
that each apphcation from an institutiOn shall be treated strictly on its own 
merits; and it is not possible or desirable, in their opinion, strictly to limit by 
definition the classes of institutions eligible for representation on the Board. 
They recommend, however, that in considering each application the Board should 
be guided by general principles (a list of which followed). 

The application of the British Maccabi Association has been withdrawn. With 
regard to the Federation of Zionict Youth, the Committee sees no reason to alter 
the recommendation it made that the application be not granted. 


Mr. Diamond, dealing specifically with the application of the 
Federation of Zionist Youth, expressed the hope that this matter would 
be firally dealt with that day one way or another. It had been before 
the Board for a long time, and on two occasions had been referred 
back to the Committee. There had been a number of recommendations 
from the Committee, all in the same sense. An application had since 
been received from the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion for representa- 
tion on the Board. The Committee did not think, said Mr. Diamond, 
that this was a body which should be represented, valuable though 
its work might be. 

The PResiDENT also recommended the Board to reject the two appli- 
cations for representation. In the case of the Federation of Zionist

Mr. Aaron WriGuit (Spitalfields Great) suggested that the application 
of the Federation of Zionist Youth was so eminently reasonable and 
proper that it should secure the necessary majority. 

Mr. TURNER-SAMUELS (Newcastle Old) said it was clear that the 
dominating character of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion was 4 
Jewish one, and urged that it would be very wrong for the Board t 
reject their application. 

Mr. Harry SaMuets (Nelson Street Sphardish) asked the Board to 
interpret the application of the Federation of Zionist Youth generously 
and not to discourage the youth when they came to them. 

Sik Puivie Hartoc, K.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), and Mr. L. 
BAKSTANSKY (Lodzer) seconded the reference back of the recommenda. 
tion, 

The motion to refer the matter back was defeated. 

The President then put the report of the Committee on the repre- 
sentation of institutions on the Board to the meeting, and it was 
adopted. 

A vote on the question of acceptance of the application for repre- 
sentation from the Federation of Zionist Youth resulted in 119 for 
and 81 against. As this did not give the necessary two-thirds 
majority, the President declared the application to be “not accepted.” 
A division followed on this question, the result being 125 in favour of 
acceptance and 98 against, so that again the necessary two-thirds 
majority was not obtained. | 

The application from the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion for repre- 
sentation on the Board was defeated, the voting being seventy-one for 
and seventy-six against. 


The Shops Act Tribunal 


On the subject of the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Act, 1936, 
Mr. L. J. Sotty (Stepney Orthodox) complained that there had been 
complete silence with regard to the way in which the special tribunal 
set up by the Board in pursuance of the Act had operated. 

Mr. DiAMonD said that the Tribunal was not a sub-Committee of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee. It was not at all accurate to 
describe it as a tribunal set up by the Committee. It was a tribunal set 
up by an Act of Parliament, and it was an entirely separate body from 
the Board. The procedure of the Tribunal was set out in regulations 
issued by the Home Secretary under the provisions of the Act.

LANDING FACILITIES AT TEL-AVIV 
Symbolic Inaugural Ceremony 


GALE MARS CELEBRATIONS 
High Commissioner’s Good Wishes 


[From our Jerusalem Correspondent) 


On account of a heavy gale, the first landing of passengers at the 
Tel-Aviv port, which had been arranged for Wednesday, could not 
take place. In addition, notices were posted, by order of the High 
Commissioner, asking the inhabitants of Tel-Aviv to refrain from 
forming crowds “because of the danger to life” consequent upon 
tension in Jaffa. 

Despite these handicaps, however, multitudes of people assembled 
in the early morning at points of vantage to see whatever they could 
of the ceremony. The town was decorated with bunting and had been 
in holiday mood for two days, Among that great crowd a bearded old 
Jew stood in a corner of the quay. His eyes streamed with tears as 
he murmured the prayer of “ Shehechiyanu,” echoing the benediction 
which had been uttered by the Chief Rabbi. It was a traditional Jewish 
act. which served as a symbol of the deep and spontaneous pride which 
must have animated world Jewry at the knowledge that a Jewish port 
had come into full being after 2,000 years. 

At 12 o'clock, however, the High Commissioner officiated at the 
formal ceremony of inaugurating the new passenger-landing facilities. 
He opened the main entrance to the transit shed with a golden key, 
presented to him as a memento of one of his last public functions in 
Palestinc, and then proceeded to a large shed where there were some 
2.000 guests. 

There were speeches by Mr. S. Hoofien, Managing Director of the 
Anglo-Palestine Bank and Chairman of the Marine Trust (the owners 
of the Tel-Aviv port, which is still a private Jewish enterprise); Mr.

DAYLIGHT MURDER NEAR HAIFA 


Air Force Officer Shot Dead 
COMPANION INJURED 
[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM, February 20th] 


In the first attack on the new North Road, connecting Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa, Surgeon Squadron-Leader R. E. Alderson, of the Medical 
Branch of the Royal Air Force, was shot dead, and two persons, one 
of whom was in his car, were wounded. The attack occurred in broad 
daylight just south of Athlit at 3.15 on Friday afternoon, February 18th. 

The officer, who was accompanied by his wife and a young English 
ladv, Miss Diana Newman, who was visiting them, was driving his own 
car. When the volley rang out, he was hit in the head and died 
shorily afterwards, and Miss Newman was injured in three places, 
including her neck. 

Shlomo Machover, owner of an ice-cream factory in Tel-Aviv, who 
was driving his truck directly behind the car, was shot in the left 
eg. He had seen the shooting and was about to go back to give 
the alarm when wounded. 

Mrs. Alderson showed great courage and presence of mind. She 
was sitting at the back of the car and escaped injury when the 
fusillade began. Seeing her husband collapse, she leaned forward 
and righted the car, which had begun to run off the road, and then 
clambered forward to drive it out of firing range. 

Shortly before this double attack, Isiah Segal, driver of a lorry 
proceeding to Tel-Aviv, was stopped by an armed Arab whom he 
took to be a supernumerary constable. On alighting he discovered his 
mistake, and ran for his life into a grove near by. A volley rang 
out from the other side of the road but missed him and the attackers 
then directed their fire on the approaching cars, It is believed that 
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the hillside, numbered about eight 


the gang, which lay in ambush on 
or ten.

Police and troops were on the scene witiii twenty minutes, and 
conducted a wide search. On Saturday morning, February 19th, the 
Dobermann-Pinscher police dogs were brought from Jerusalem and 
followed a trail to the village of Ijzim, where two houses were 
“ pointed.” Their owners, two Arab villagers, were arrested and the 
houses demolished by the military. 

An Arab, Mohammed Shambur, who tried to break through the 
cordon and escape, was shot dead by the troops and found to be in 
possession of two recently-used cartridges. The authorities subse- 
quently imposed a large collective fine on the whole area, and seized 


att nearly 3,000 sheep, goats, and cattle in lieu of payment from the 
oe villages of Ijzim, Al Mazar, Ein Haud, and Jaba, all in the vicinity 
we of Athlit.

PARDESS. HANNA 
The Colonists’ Problems 
PICA DENIES WATER SHORTAGE 


With reference to a paragraph dealing with the colony o!f Parcess 
Hanna, which appeared recently in these columns, a correspondent 
writes: 

For some years the Pica has recognised that the colonists of Pardess 
Hanna would not be able to make a living from the cultivation of 
oranges alone. Accordingly, about two years ago a plan was devised 
to enable the colonists to engage in mixed farming, and thus create 
a new source of income for themselves. | 

Unfortunately it has not yet been possible to carry out that project 
and the colonists, as the result of the crisis in the orange markcl, 
are not yet able to live on the proceeds of their orange groves. 

The carrying out of this plan depended upon the solution o' the 
water problem. Although it may be true that at some given moment 
there may have been irrigation difficulties resulting from the nature of 
the numerous wells which had to be dug in the sand, and which had to 
be replaced in large part two or three times, it is not a fact (hal 
Pardess Hanna is to-day short of water. 

For the last two years, ie. since the time when two large wells 
were sunk in the extreme south-east of Pardess Hanna, there has deen 
no water problem in the cajony. The only problem has been to obtain 
agreement about arrangements for supply. 

The colonists were offered water more than sufficient for their 
needs on condition that they signed a contract with the Palestine Water 
Company. The Pica considered it would be in the interests o! the 
colony as a whole, as well as of individual colonists, if the water supply 
was undertaken by the Palestine Water Company, which was founded 
by the Palestine Economic Corporation especially to deal with such 
matters, with Dr. Julius Simon at its head. To this proposed contract 
the Pica would have been a party. 

These proposals were put forward to the colonists togethe: with 
an unertaking not only to help with the introduction 0! mixed 
farming, but also to consider a revision of their debt, both in amount 
and method of payment, The colonists, however, did not then carry 
these negotiations any further. Some time ago, however, they were 
again taken up, and should not now take long to complete.

IMPROVED TRADE POSITION 


Great Britain’s Large Purchases 
EVILS OF THE “OPEN DOOR” POLICY 
\From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Palestine’s foreign trade statistics for 1937 revealed the fact that 
countries which are no longer members of the League of Nations 
continue to take advantage of the “ Open Door clause of the League 
Mandate by dumping huge quantities of goods into this country and 
buving only minute quantities of Palestinian products in return, 

Last year, Germany sold to Palestine about one-sixth of the latter's 
‘otal imports of sixteen million pounds. She took tn return less than 
one-fiftieth of Palestine’s exports, which aggregated six million pounds. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, ranked second (at 15.8 per cent) 
of countries selling goods to Palestine, but took merchandise (mostly 
citrus fruit) to the value of over three million pounds. 

The anomaly of non-League States doing as much business as they 
could without offering reciprocal advantages for trade was evident in 
the cases of the two other members of the Berlin-Rome-T okio triangle. 
The following figures of imports and exports illustrate the growth of 
this tendency on their part:

In view of this unsatisfactory position, it is gratifying to find that 
Great Britain continues the tradition of being the best customer for 
Palestinian exports. In 1936, United Kingdom goods sold in Palestinc 
amounted to £P2,775,912, and exports to British ports were 
£P1.970,359, or am adverse balance against Palestine of roughly 
£P800,000. Last year, however, this was reversed: while Great Britain 
sold merchandise valued at £P2,521,621, exports taken in return 
amounted. to £P3,149,419, representing an increase over the previous 
year of nearly £P1,200,000, and putting Palestine on the good side of 
the ledger to the extent of £P600,000.

It will be seen that the 1937 imports showed an increase of 13.8 
per cent. over 1936 (when trade was affected by the disturbances), but 
a decrease of 10.9 per cent. under 1935—a sign of the increasing con- 
sumption in Palestine of local products. Exports, on the other hand, 
rose steadily in value, and the 1937 figure represented an increase of 
60,5 per cent. over 1936 and of 38 per cent. over 1935. This was a 
satistactory showing in view of the normal character of 1935, which 
was not subjected to the political and economic uncertainty marking 
the years 1936 and 1937. 
_ According to the Government Office of Statistics the increased exports 
in 1937 over 1936 were chiefly due to larger consignments of oranges 
and grapefruit, barley, rice, maize, edible oils, raw and dried hides 
and skins, and Dead Sea chemicals. The increase in citrus fruits was 
about £P1,500,000, of which 75 per cent. Was apparently taken by the 
United Kingdom, Export of Dead Sea chemicals rose in value by 
some £P78,000,

A NEW SAMSON 


Palestinian’s Feats of Strength 
TO VISIT ENGLAND 


(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


All Jerusalem flocked to the Edison Theatre recently to witness a 
Strong man” show which was staged by Simon Rudi, a young Jewish 
iesuent of Tel-Aviv, who bent heavy bars of iron and steel between 
his teeth, carried five men on each side of an iron girder balanced on 
the nape of his neck, and performed other feats of strength. He 
promised a spectacular performance of a kind rarely attempted—he 
would allow horses to be harnessed to one arm and a motor-car to 
pull the other way, and yet remain immovable under the terrific 
strain. 

Rudi was discovered a few months ago in the Tel-Aviv suburb 
of Hatikvah, a poor working-class quarter. He was born twenty-five 
years ago in the village of Krinky, near Bialystok, and came to 
Palestine in 1932, after having completed his education in one of’ the 
Hebrew schools of the Tarbuth Association. He is of ordinary 
appearance and betrays no sign of his tremendous powers. 


The new Hebrew-speaking “ Samson ™ has not been affected by the 
gruelling performances he has undertaken. The other day he stood 
in a cart gripping a chain between his teeth. There were forty other 
people with him. A lorry pulled the loaded cart along by the chain 
held in Rudi’s massive jaws. 

While Rudi’s feats sometimes assume a legendary garb, one 
example of prowess aroused considerable attention some time ago. 
The son of the Mukhtar of Salmeh village, near Tel-Aviv, was attacked 
by a camel which the boy had been whipping more than was necessary. 
Held between the camel's teeth, the boy was in danger of serious 
injury. Rudi, who happened to see the incident, ran forward and 
gripped the camel's neck under his arm, turned it round slowly until a 
cracking of the spine was heard. The animal was killed. 

In token of his gratitude, the Mukhtar gave a feast in the Jewish 
strong man’s honour, and wrote to him a letter saying that if there were 
many more such Herculean Jews, there would always be peace between 
the Jewish and Arab peoples! | 

Rudi is going on a tour of England, Europe, and America, and may 
appear in circuses in Great Britain. He is particularly proud of his 
two-years-old son, another prodigy apparently. 

The proud father boasts that he put up his child against Emil, a 


champion pugilist of Tel-Aviv, and with one punch the mite almost — 


broke the boxer’s nose. Emil, rubbing his injured organ ruefully, said 
that he preferred to box in the ring against men of his own size.

CRIME STATISTICS FOR 1937 
Improvement Over Previous Year

There was an average of over one murder every two days in Palestine 
during 1937. Together with attempted murders, the average was about 
five such crimes in every four days. Yet they represented a decided 
improvement over 1936 as the following figures show: In 1936 there 
were 260 murders and 492 attempted murders; and in 1937 the respec- 
tive figures were 194 and 281. | f 

During 1937, the police recorded a total number of 17,838 “ true 
offences. Offences against the Road Transport Ordinance (Highway 
Code) in 1937 totalled 33,303, indicating, perhaps, the happy growth 
in motorised traffic in the country during the last few years, but not 
increased caution among drivers and pedestrians. 

There were ecight-two cases of manslaughter, and 3,768 incidents 
of serious assault and breaking into premises. 

The courts in Palestine heard and gave decisions in 66,382 cases, 
of which 65,178 went before magistrates, 1.164 were tried by District 
Courts, and forty-two by the Court of Criminal Assize. Magistrates 
convicted 60,920 people out of a total of 78,821 tried (77.3 per cent.). 
Of these, 6,558 were sentenced to imprisonment. In the District Court, 
1.721 persons were charged and 1,010 (58.7 per cent.) convicted. 

There were forty cases of murder involving fifty-five persons 
decided by the Court of Criminal Assize. Twenty-eight persons (50.9 
per cent.) were convicted and sentenced. Eleven of these were 
sentenced to death and seventeen to imprisonment. 


COST OF LAWLESSNESS 


One-Fifth of Total dBudget 
LOANS ALSO CHARGED AS EXPENDITURE 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, February 18th] 


Owing to a new method of accounting, there was an apparent 
deficit of £P 1,636,000 in Palestine’s public finances for the nine months 
ended December jist, 1937, which brought the Government cash 
surplus down to £P3,200,000 at that date. 

A tabulation of the fiscal accounts for the period from April Ist 
to December 31st, 1937, shows the following :

Actually, however, it seems that the Government transferred from 
assets to expenditure a sum of £P1,506,310 which had been disbursed 
as loans and advances, of which £P1,274,371 was spent in anticipation 
of the raising of a £P2,000,000 Government loan. If and when the 
loan is raised the proceeds will be credited to revenue in reimbursement 
of the sums now charged to expenditure. The actual cash surplus (i.e., 
the sum in hand plus the amounts disbursed as loans and advances) 
totalled £P4,700,000, 

The largest item of expenditure during this period was on Public 
Security and Defence. The latter included the contribution by the 
Palestine Government towards the cost of the large military garrison 
over and above the normal upkeep at home stations, proof that it 
costs the British taxpayer nothing extra if troops come to Palestine. 
This outlay for the nine months was as follows:

The Palestine Movement 


M.P.S OPPOSE PARTITION 
Government’s “ Precipitate Acceptance ” 


COMMON. INTERESTS OF JEWRY AND BRITAIN 
[From our Correspondent—Leeps) 


A meeting of over 600 people, organised by the Leeds Centra! 7 ionist 
Council and held in the Forum Cinema last Sunday, was addressed 
by Mr. R. D. Denman, M.P. for Central Leeds, Mr. Vyvyan Adams, 
M.P. for West Leeds, Professor S. Brodetsky, and the Rev. M. 1 
Perizweig. A resolution which deplores “ the policy of His Majesty's 
Government in regard to Palestine as expressed in the recen: White 
Paper, and the delay thereby involved; and respectfully calls upon the 
Government to execute the Mandate in accordance with the pledges 
given at Geneva,” was passed. The resolution also deplores ~ any 
political restriction upon immigration and calls for the immediate 
removal of any other limit than that of economic absorptive cipacity 
in accordance with the undertaking of His Majesty's Government at 
Geneva.” Mr. D. L. Sandetson presided. 

Mr. Denman said the British people viewed with horror the fate 
of the Jews in so-called civilised countries. “I was always rather 
critical,” he said, “of the Government's precipitate acceptance of 
the scheme of Partition as sketched by the Royal Commission. !n that 
sketch, it seemed to me that we were providing the Jews noi with 
a home but with a flatiet: and while a flatlet may be very com!ortable. 
it is not the same as a home. I distrusted that acceptance also 
because, unless it were accepted by the Arabs as something pre/erable 
to the Mandate, it seemed to me it involved far more serious difficulties 
than it solved.” He thought the idea of a Jewish State in Palestine 
becoming part of the British Dominions, although he liked it in 
principle, was premature; and that it would be a mistake to make up 
their minds upon such a suggestion till the event was nearer at hand. 
It was their immediate business to see that Jewish immigration into 
Palestine should be really facilitated. This was the obligation which 
Members of. Parliament who felt strongly on the issue would continue 
to press upon the Government. 

Professor Brodetsky said he agreed that the question of immigration 
was the most important thing in the building up of a Jewish National 
Home. 

Mr. Adams said that the Partition of Palestine would be unwise. 
It was essential that Jews and non-Jews should in this matter 
co-ordinate their activities. Their interests were common. The 
ultimate objective was a British Dominion, and the immediate objective 
was that of a great steady flow of immigration. For this purpose, 
sufficiency of territory open to immigration was absolutely essential. 
Absolute sovereignty at the price of the Partition proposed was far 
too costly for both Jews and Christians. Anti-Semitism was 4 probiem 
which only an open door into Palestine could solve. In the resulting 
benefits, Jews and Arabs would share. The speaker also referred to 
the steady and remarkable development of the Jewish Community in 
Palestine, and pointed out that the increase in unemployment there 
coincided with the restriction of immigration. He pointed ou! that 
there had been a precisely similar phenomenon in Canadian history. 
The whole of Palestine, including the Negev, must be open to 4 Jewish 
immigration of 30,000 a year, and his aim would be three milion 
Jews in Palestine in half a century. 


Sir John Haslam, Conservative M.P., speaking at a meeting organised 
by the Bolton Conservative Association, demanded that Britain should 
carry out her promises to the Jews. He felt they had not had a fair deal. 
They were given a solemn promise by Lord Balfour, authorised by 
the then Government. The Jews carried out their side of the bargain. 
“We want to demonstrate to the world that when England gives her 
pledge she honours it,” said Sir John,

Mr. Ben Gurion at Annual Meeting

The annual meeting of the Tarbuth Association was held on Sunday 
evening at Woburn House, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Leon

Mr. Ben Gurion delivered an address, in the course of which he 
said that although they had achieved much in the redemption 0! eat 
in the sphere of cultural redemption much was left to be desiree. 
The Jewish people, he urged, could only regain their nationhood '" the 
complete sense through the Hebrew language and Hebrew culture. 
Referring to the question of Partition, Mr. Ben Gurion decla 
that he was against the Partition proposed by the Peel © ommission 
He appealed to the two opposing camps—to those who insisted on the 
Mandate and that section — 
was in favour of the establishment of a Jewish State. To the one 
would say that if the Mandate remained it would be the same dane 
thing it had been hitherto, while the danger of a Jewish State ¥ 
that it might also be a distorted State.” Therefore, they had relus’ 
the Jewish State that had been proposed; The next Congress W° 
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decide the matter. But until then they must be a united people— 

‘ed for the sake of the great cause which was at stake. 

Dr © Rawidowicz, the Chairman of Tarbuth, spoke on the aims 
of the movement. Although, he said, Tarbuth had achieved some- 
thing in this country during the past year, there was still a great deal 
to do in the field of Hebrew culture. Dr. Rawidowicz referred to the 
L.C.C, classes which were providing Hebrew tuition, and deplored the 
fact that the young ~people were not availing themselves of these 
classes as they should, 

The next speaker was Mrs. Israel Sieff, Chairman of the Wizo, who 
told of the great changes that had come about in Zionist work in this 
country during recent years. Whereas formerly, she said, they thought 
it their duty to work only for the Keren Hayesod and the Keren 
Kayemeth, to-day they could see how such matters as Tarbuth were 
beginning to occupy a particular place in their Zionist activities. 

Mrs. Sieff complained that the Jewish youth of this country was 
not coming into the movement in the way in which it should. If, 
she said, they had to start a real youth movement in this country, it 
would be better to start with a dozen boys and girls who really were 
steeped in Tarbuth, 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom conveyed the greetings of the Zionist 
Federation. He was of the opinion that in Palestine the Hebrew 
language and literature had come to stay. So far as the Diaspora 
was concerned, it was not so bad as Dr. Rawidowicz had pictured 
it. In England, a comparison between the large attendance that 
evening and the small one at their last meeting, showed an increased 
interest in their work. 

Referring to the criticism that the Tarbuth movement was not 
receiving sufficient support from the Zionist leaders, Mr. Goldbloom 
reminded his audience that what the Zionist Federation did in the 
way of help was due to a few individuals. It was for the Tarbuth 
Association, who did not belong to the Zionist Organisation, to come 
into the Organisation, in order to use their influence on behalf of 
Tarbuth. 

Mr. Indelman, a representative of Tarbuth in Poland, appealed for 
help for the Polish Tarbuth movement, which was doing its work under 
the greatest possible handicaps. 

A large number of resolutions were carried, including the following: 

“ This conference expresses its anxiety at the fate of Jewish Communities 
in certain countries which are affected by the present outbreak of anti- 
Semitism, and expresses the hope that the principal Jewish institutions will 
give them all the help they can as well as helping the Tarbuth Institutions 
in Poland, Rumania, and other countries.” 

Another resolution stated : 

“As the present budget of Tarbuth does not enable us to fulfil all the 
important functions, such as a Hebrew library, Hebrew club, etc., the con- 
ference hopes that the newly-elected Committee will consider the matter 
with the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland and other Zionist 
bodies, the J.N.F., and the Keren Hayesod for the purpose of providing 
means which will enable us to increase our activities.” 

The conference called upon every Jew who recognised the importance 
of the revival of Hebrew to pay the minimum Tarbuth tax of 5s.

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THE GROSSMAN CASE 


From Mr. ARTHUR LOURIE

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


SiR, -In his original letter on this subject, Professor Yahuda mace two 
principal points: first, that an injustice was done to Mr. Grossman in 
holding the proceedings of the Court of Honour in private, and secondly, 
that in any case the publication of the document in question should have 
been prevented by the Executive. Both these points were dealt with in 
my reply which you were good enough to publish. In his letter in your 
issue Of February 18th, Professor Yahuda returns to the charge, but com- 
pletely fails to deal with the answers given to the original points on which 
he based himself. In brief, it was suggested in my own letter that the 
mischief done by this publication was of a nature which did not lend itself 
to public inquiry, and secondly, that it could hardly have been guessed 
that Mr. Grossman had it in mind to hand over the document in question 
to the English Press. Indeed, Professor Yahuda is hardly kind to Mr. 
Grossman when he suggests that the Executive should, without more to go 
upon, have suspected that Mr, Grossman was likely to commit an act which, 
as Professor Yahuda himself agrees, was wrong. 

_ Professor Yahuda made the further point that Dr. Weizmann had no 
right to enter into any discussions with the Colonial Secretary on the lines 
indicated in the published documeni, and he devotes a large part of his 
second letter to a renewed attack on Dr. Weizmann. This is not germane 
to the above issues, since the content of any conversation which Dr. 
Weizmann may have had with the Colonial Secretary has nothing to do 
with the question of Mr. Grossman's right to publish such a report in the 
way he did. As I pointed out, the appropriate body to consider this 
question was the Congress, which had before it both Mr. Grossman's 
allegations and, as | must reiterate, Dr. Weizmann’s statement of his own 
position. Professor Yahuda now produces, however, an entirely new 
allegation, namely, that “Dr. Weizmann had promised the Colonial 
Secretary that he was prepared to see the Mandatory Power relieved from 
the obligations of the Mandate as early as October, 1937.” This story is 
completely devoid of truth. 

In his last letter, therefore, Professor Yahuda has ignored the answers 
to the main issues raised by him, while with regard to his attack on Dr. 
Weizmann, he has now produced a new and baseless allegation,

Sik,--Mr. Lourie’s letter on the Grossman case in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
of February |1th impels me, as one who was present throughout the last 
Congress, to draw attention to a few important points. 

Mr. Lourie argues that the Congress-sheet issued by the Jewish State 
Party circulated “ obscurely,” and was probably not seen by the members 
of the Executive. Yet when the same “ obscure ” Congress-sheet criticised 
the manner in which the question of the American and other “ elections ” 
had been dealt with by the “Congress Court,” the Executive and the 
Congress Attorney and the Zionist Courts immediately saw it, and 
proceedings were taken the same day against the editor of the sheet. More- 
over, the Court, in its verdict, made special reference to the fact that this 
“ obscure sheet” “enjoyed a great popularity and circulation.” 

Mr. Lourie also claims that Dr. Weizmann gr ge his position ir 
this matter before Congress, The official record of the proceedings gives the 
entire “explanation,” and is in all material respects complete. The 
CONGRESS ZEITUNG reports Dr. Weizmann as follows: 

To one little group, however, I should like to devote a special remark, as it is 
sui generis: Herr Grossman continues to enjoy the refreshingly backslapping 
hale and hearty] and burlesque manner which likes to work with sensations. 
ie has always worked with exposures (interpolation by Strickler: It is a question 
of facts of your making!). Certainly—if I had not made them, Grossman would 
have found them on the streets. (Interruption, Grossman and Strickler: Is it 
true or untrue?) All true. You have never dreamt of telling an untruth. Herr 
Grossman certainly makes a refreshing change in serious discussions. It is a 
good thing. 

It may be that Dr. Weizmann intended the phrase “all true” to 
be ironical. At any rate, this is all the “ explanation ’ which Dr. Weizmann 
gave at the Congress. 

The judges in the Court of Honour Mr. Lourie describes as entirely 
independent of the Executive, and he states that their “impartiality is 
beyond question.” Of the judges who tried Mr. Grossman, all three were 
strong “ Partitionists.’ Mr. Grossman was fighting against the imposition 
on the Congress of a decision in favour of Partition, by a well-organised 
and well-disciplined section, when the Zionist Movement as a whole had 
been given very litthey opportunity to consider the pros and cons of the 
case, and he was completely convinced of the dangers of Partition. 

The “Court of Honour,” according to the Patestine Post, found that 
Mr. Grossman had “no justification for his use of the document, even 
though he considered the Partition scheme a grave danger and wished 
to prove to the Congress that in his opinion the leader of the Movement 
had undertaken certain commitments vis-d-vis the British Government 
in connection with such a scheme.” It was surely not a matter of no 
importance for the Zionist public as a whole to know whether the leader 
of the Movement actually had undertaken “certain commitments vis-a-vis the 
British Government in connection with such a scheme.” Dr. Weizmann 
could easily have prevented publication by a statement in time at the 
closed session of Congress. He would, of course, have had to show that he 
had not committed himself as leader of the Movement, prior to the Congress 
which had been called in order to decide this very question. 

Before the election of the Zionist “Courts” at the last Congress, Mr. 
Grossman complained that no action had been taken by the Court against 
Dr. Weizmann for “breach of Zionist discipline.” It is certainly not 
* impartial justice” to take proceedings against the man who had revealed 
what appeared to be a breach of discipline, and to fail to take proceedings 
to discover the facts concerning the breach of discipline itself,

Paris Conference 
CONTACT-COMMITTEES TO BE SET UP 


Last week in Paris, a meeting was held of three representatives of 
the Nessiut of the New Zionist Organisation (Messrs. V. Jabotinsky, 
S. Jacoby, and Dr. S. Klinger) and three of the Executive Committee 
of the Jewish State Party:(Messrs. M. Grossman, J. Machover, and R. 
Stricker). After the meeting, the following communiqué was issued : 
In view of the very grave situation in Zionism to-day, ways and 
means were discussed to arrive at a common front of the forces working 
for the Jewish State. It was decided to establish political Contact- 
Committees in London and in Tel-Aviv to plan and carry out common 
action, especially in the fight against Partition and against the liquida- 
tion of the Mandate, without, however, interfering with the indi- 
viduality, the character, and the form of organisation of any of the 
bodies represented. The Contact-Committees will begin their duties 
immediately after ratification of the agreement by the leaders of the 
two bodies. 

The World Executive of the Jewish State Party has issued a manifesto 
in Paris. in the course of which the present Zionist leadership of Dr. 
Weizmann and his supporters is charged with a policy of renunciation, 
defeatism, and party and class rule. “ Mistrust and contempt in 
England, panic in the Yishuv and in the organisation, weakening of 
the national will power—these are the results of this disastrous policy.” 

The manifesto refers to the desire which arose after the Grossman 
trial among many members of the State Party to secede from the Zionist 
Organisation. The State Party, however, refused to abandon its 
position inside the Zionist Organisation or to be driven out. They 
would refuse to co-operate with the present Executive and would 
fight resolutely for the liberation of Zionism from the present regime 
and the people in it. The State Party is convinced “ that the present 
political crisis is to a large extent the outcome of the moral disintegra- 
tion of the Zionist Organisation.” 

“As far as the Grossman trial is concerned,” the manifesto declares, 
“we shall not rest until justice has had tts day. The verdict must be 
annulled.”

In Your Garden 


ESPITE the inclement weather of the past few days. your garden 
already needs daily attention, and there are innumerable urgent tasks 
to be performed. 

See that all seeds required for early planting are ready to hand, so 
that you can proceed as soon as the weather picks up. Onions may be 
sown if you have a fancy to grow them, and also summer spinach. If 
you want a continuous supply of spinach, sow seeds about once a fortnight 
from now on.

But as they do not thrive if their roots are disturbed 
when they bloom in late April or May, it is wisest to buy pot plants now 
and plant them with as little root injury as possible. Choose a warm 
sunny situation, and be sure to tie the bushes up carefully to prevent damage

Chopped Herring Salad (1) 
Four pickled herrings. Capers, 1 tablespoonful. 
Two apples. One small onion. 
Chopped beetroot, 2 tablespoonfuls. Vinegar, | gill. 

Soak herrings in cold water for a few hours; then remove skin and bones 
and chop finely. Skin and chop apples, onion, and beetroot, mix these with 
the herring, together with the capers, and season with salt and pepper. 

Pound the soft roes of the herrings to a paste; add the vinegar and pour 


over the herring mixture, 


Herring Salad (2) 
Chopped pickled cucumber, | tablespoonful. 
One hard-boiled egg. | Capers, | teaspoonful. 
One boiled potato (medium). Pepper. 
Chopped onion, 2 teaspoonfuls. Beetroot. 
Mayonnaise. 


Soak fish in cold water for two or three hours; then remove skin and 
hone and chop finely. Chop the egg and mix all ingredients together. 
Add sufficient mayonnaise to moisten, and garnish with capers and chopped 
beetroot. If preferred in place of mayonnaise, use vinegar to which a tea- 
spoonful of salad oil has been added. 


Brown Stewed Fish 
Salmon, shad, or carp. Flour, 1 tablespoonful. 


Two salt herrings. 


Water, }-pt. One lemon. 

Vinegar, 4-pt. Two bay leaves. 

Stoneless raisins, 1 oz. Six cloves. 

One onion, Brown sugar, 3 tablespoonfuls. 


Id. Gingerbread. 

Siice lemon and onion and put in a stewpan with water and vinegar. 
Bring to the boil. Lay in the fish; dust with salt and pepper and simmer 
gently till the fish is cooked. Put the fish on a dish. Add the crumbled 
gingerbread, sugar, and flour (mixed smoothly with cold water) to the 
liquor in the saucepan. Bring to the boil; simmer for ten minutes and 
pour over the fish. Serve cold. 


A Light Luncheon Dish 
A small tin of peas. Four rounds of buttered toast. 
Two tomatoes. Butter, 4-oz. 
Four eggs. Salt and pepper. 

Cur the tomatoes in halves and grill them. Steam or poach the eggs 
featly. Place half a grilled tomato on each round of hot toast; season with 
salt and pepper and place an egg on top of each. While the eggs are 
cooking, make the peas hot; drain well; add the butter, season with salt 
and pepper and arrange as a border around the eggs. A spoonful or two 
of peas are also excellent added to scrambled eggs. Add them when the 
eggs are partially cooked.

BRITISH MACCABI NOTES 


Olympic Games and the Maccabiah 


Under the auspices of the Maccabi Association London, a pre-release 
film of the 1936 Olympic Games was shown at Maccabi House, Compayne 
Gardens, N.W., on Thursday evening in last week. The film gave an 
excellent illustration of the games. Mr. H. Nathan, a famous Jewish 
athlete, formerly of Germany, and now a member of the Committee of 
the London Athletic Club, gave a running commentary. 

_An introductory talk on “The Lesson of the Olympic Games” was 
given by Dr. W. W. Meisl, Secretary of the Maccabi World Union. [he 
ancient Hellenes, he said, had the same wonderful technique in aimost 
every kind of sport as was the case at the present day, and they were faced 
by the same problems confronting athletes to-day. The Olympic Games 
had poremsee for over ten centuries. Maccabi had modelled its Maccabiah 
on the Olympic Games, a very modest imitation, indeed, but it seemed 
to serve its purpose, which was not that of breaking records, but of breaking 
ground among Jewry for genuine physical culture, health, and freedom. 
In introducing Mr. H. Nathan, Dr. Meist said that he hailed from Berlin 
but now resided in England. He was a track and field instructor to schools 
and to the Army. in Germany he was a champion runner for the 
Charlottenburg Sports Club, and was in the team which put up a world 
record performance of 41 secs. for 4 + 110 yards’ race. 

When it was Berlin's turn to have the games in 1936, commented Dr. 
Meisl, it could hardly be said that it was a festival of goodwill! and peace: 
on the contrary, those games would go down in sports history as the 
games of hatred and militarism.

POSITION FINANCIALLY STRONGER 
MR. FRANK JONES'S SPEECH 


The ordinary general meeting of the Commercial Gas Company was held 
on February 17th at the Abercorn Rooms, London, EC. 

Mr. Frank H. Jones. M.Inst.C.E. (the Chairman), after referring to the 
resignation of Dr. Carpenter from the ¢ hairmanship of the Company, said: 
You will remember that since January, 1936, the Company has been ‘paying 
a voluntary increase of one shilling per ton on its coal bought under existing 
contracts. A determined effort to avoid passing this increase on to the 
consumer was made. but after the wages award of July, 1936, the Company 
was forced to capitulate, and in March, 1937, to increase the price of gas by 
one farthing per therm. Your Company was, however, the last of the 
Metropolitan companies to increase tts price on this account and that, I 
think, represents a considerable achievement. nes 

During the latter part of the year the Company was dragged within the 
circle of rising prices, and following another wages award in August, the 
price of gas was increased by 0.45d. to 9.7d. per therm as from the beginning 
of this year. : 

it is futile to deny that the decrease in the quantity of gas sold has 
weakened the Company's resistance to the increased working costs, and 
although further extensive economies have been effected, an increased price 
of gas was unavoidable. The considered policy of the Board, however,

of producing four million cubic feet of gas per day. This plant is now 
under construction at our Poplar works and it is anticipated that it will 
be ready to start making gas in the autumn. 

Although the adoption of Vertical Chamber Ovens represents a change 
of policy as far as this Company is concerned, our practice hitherto being 
to use horizontal retorts exclusively, the results obtained with this type 
of plant at other works indicate that a very substantial saving in working 
costs may be expected from the new installation. 

Turning to the accounts, you will see that there has been very little 
capital expenditure during the year. The new showroom at Roman Road 
is now complete and business there is expanding.

MUSIC 


MALIPIERO’S SECOND SYMPHONY 


Wednesday evening's B.B.C. Concert brought a new work to London, 
in Malipiero’s Second Symphony, written in 1936. It is unusually 
short, as Symphonies go, lasting not much more than twenty minutes, 
but into those minutes the composer has packed a good deal of 
interest in four movements. The entire Symphony has an “ elegiac ” 
quality, and it never suggests any considerable liveliness, even in the 
first “ Allegro’ movement. Indeed, like the early Italian composers 
whom Malipicro has done so much to rediscover, it has a gravity, 
and at times°a stateliness, which forbids anything in the nature of 
gaiety. Perhaps the last movement, strictly elegiac in its mood, is the 
best: certainly it is decidedly impressive, with its steadily quietening 
close. After the Symphony we were treated to that historically inter- 
esting phenomenon, pre-War Rachmaninov. His Third Pianoforte 
Concerto is primarily a pianist’s work, and contains much material 
which is virtuoso work purely and solely. In such works, Egon Petri 
undoubtedly shines, which is not to suggest that he is primarily a 
virtuoso, There was no doubt of his success with this particular 
example of pianistic exhibitionism. 


RUSSIAN SONGS SUIT LOLA MONTI-GORSEY 


A blind man would have been justified in thinking there were two 
distinct singers taking part in the song recital given by Lola Monti- 
Gorsey at the Wigmore Hall last week—there was such a remark- 
able difference between the first group, of Mozart and Schubert, 
and the second, consisting of four “ancient and modern” Russians. 
In the Mozart and Schubert, the artist seemed to have one desire: to 
sing as restrainedly, as carefully, and as unnaturally as possible. The 
effect upon such songs as “ Du Bist Die Ruhe ” was to give a remote- 
hess and aloofness that were almost other-worldly. This, indeed, was 
only a pale simulacrum of lieder-singing, and one wondered just why 
Lola Monti-Gorsey was so obviously maltreating her voice. 

Then came the Russians, and with the very first song, “ Liubasha’s 
Song,” from Rimsky-Korsakov’s “ The Tsar's Bride,” came freedom. 
t was as though merely stepping from one language to another had 
freed the artist of artificial shackles, and “ Liubasha’s Song,” with all 
its dramatic power and peculiarly Russian self-immolating ardour, 
Was given one of the very finest renderings I have heard. The other 
three works, by Prokofiev, Stravinsky, and Gliere, did not allow the 
aa richness of opportunity, but still the freedom was not lost, and 
ieee doubt the artist was in her natural element.

“SNOW WHITE AND THE SEVEN DWARFS”—New Galler 
(Censor Certificate “A”; L.C.C. Certificate “ U ”) 

For Disney's £300,000 experiment, I could trot out all the superlative 
adjectives that film people habitually load into their advertisements 
and still I should not be guilty of over-statement. Obviously it is, in 
several respects, totally different from anything that has gone before. 
The main need now is to say at once that it is magnificently successful, 
and that the simple nursery story is as gripping and captivating as any- 
thing on the screen. 

Disney is still at his best with the lovable creatures of the woods. 
He is least good with the human beings, though their movements are 
remarkably natural. “Dopey” is my favourite dwarf, and “ Hi Ho” 
the tune I best remember from a fine musical score. The colour is 
beautiful, and the film is made in the new “ Multiplane Technicolor” 
process, which gives an effect of stereoscopy. 

I have called it a nursery story, but I endorse the Censor’s implied 
opinion that the film is not suitable for the nursery. No child of 
mine under eleven would be allowed to see the film. 


“EVERYBODY SING ”—Enppire (“ U ” Certificate) 


Of its type, this is the most entertaining concoction I have seen for 
some time, yet it has been made entirely without stars of the first 
magnitude. It is a story of a crazy theatrical family and their house- 
hold staff. The father writes plays for the mother to act with a good- 
looking leading man, the daughters are talented, but rebellious, the 
chef is an Italian singer whose other joy in life is cooking, and the 
maid is a Russian girl whose comedy career has been cut short by a 
disappearing husband and a disappearing regime. They are, respec- 
tively, Reginald Owen, Billie Burke, Judy Garland, Lynne Carver, 
Allan Jones, and Fannie Brice, with Reginald Gardiner as Miss Burkes 


leading man. And that is a team that makes the story ripple along 
delightfully. . 


“LANCER SPY ”—Regal, Marble Arch (“ U ” Certificate) 

An English naval officer is so like a captured German prisoner that 
after months of careful training he is substituted for the German and 
allowed to escape. In Berlin, his job is to get information o! future 
plans, in which he succeeds, thanks to the sacrifice of a girl who has 
fallen in love with him and is later executed as a traitress. [It 1s 
unashamed melodrama, well acted, and giving the best chance of his 
career so far to George Sanders, a hefty young English actor, who 
was doing unexciting things round British studios just over a year ago. 
He shouid go far in Hollywood. Opposite him is Dolores De! Rio, 
and wasted in a smallish part is Peter Lorre. .
